Quest. Child, -what religion are you of? 

Ans. Sir, by the benefit and grace of God, I am a 
Christian. 

Q. Whom understand you by a Christian ? 

A. Him that inwardly believes and outwardly pro- 
fesses the law of Christ. 

Q. When are we obliged to make an external profes- 
sion of it ? 

A. As often as God*s honour, our own, or neighbour's 
good requires it. 

Or. Uow prove you that we are bound outwardly to 
profess our faith ? 

A. Out of St. Matt, X. 32, where Christ saith. Every 
one, therefore, that shall confess me before men, I will 
confess him before n^y^ather who is in heaven. But he 
that shall deny me htfiafre men, I also w^ill deny him be- 
fore my Father who iifin heaven. 

Q. Are we bound also to venture the ruin of our es- 
tates, the loss of our friends, and to lay down our very 
lives for the profession and defence of our faith ? 

A. Doubtless we are : seeing .the reward we expect in 
heaven, infinitely exceeds all the pleasures and punish- 
ments of this life. And because Christ the Son of the 
living God, has suffered far greater things for us, even 
to a disgraceful death on the cross ? and therefore, it 
were base ingratitude in us, not. to be ready to give our 
lives for him as often as his fionour shall require it. 
Luke, xiv. 26, 33.

A. In two priucipal mysteries, namely, the unity anid 
trinity of Ood, and the incarnation and death of our 
Saviour. 

Q. What means the unity and trinity of God ? 

A. It means, that in God there is but one ouly divine 
nature or essence, and that in the same one divine nature 
there are three persons, the Father, and the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost. 

Q,. How show you that ? 

A. Out of 1 John, V. 7. There are three that eive 
testimony in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the Holj 
Ghost, and these three are one. 

Q. Why are there but three Persons only ? 

A. Because the Father had no beginning, nor proceed 
from any other person ; the Son proceeds from the Fa^ 
ther, and the Holy Ghost proceeds from the Father anc 
the Son. 

Q. Why are these three Persons but one God ? 

A. Because they have but one and the same essence 
or Godhead ; one power, one wisdom, one and the sami 
goodness. 

Q. What means the incarnation and death of ocu 
Saviour? 

A. It means liiat the second person of the blessec 
Trinity wa^ made man, and died on the cross to save us 

Q,. 1)1 what are these two mysteries signified ? 

A. In the sign of the cross, as it is made by Catholics 
for when we put our right hand to our head, saying, li 
the name, wo siguify Lenity ; and when we make tb< 
sign of the cross, saymg, Of the Father, and of the Son 
and of the Holy Ghost, wo signify Trinity. 

Q. How doth the sign of the cross represent the in 
carnation and death of our Saviour? 

A. By putting us in mind that ho was made man am 
died upon the cross for us.

[ atil fused by God into the soul, by which we firmly believe 
all those things which ho hath any way revealed to us. 
Q. Is faith necessary to salvation ? 
A. It is ; S\. Paul assuring that without faith it is im- 
^7 possible to please God. Heb, xi. G. and (St. Mark, zvi. 
Urj 16, saying, lie that believeth not shall be condemned. 
^U| Q. Why must we firmly believe matters of faith ? 

A. Because God hath revealed them, who can neither 
deceive, nor be deceived. 

A second reason is, because not only all points of 
faith, but also the rule, or necessary and infallible means 
whereby to know them, to wit, the churches oral and 
Universal tradition, are absolutely certain, and cannot 
lead us into error in faith ; else wc can never sufficient- 
ly be assured what b faith, or what is not. 

Q. If a man should deny, or obstinately doubt of some 

one point of faith, would ho thereby lose his whole faith? 

A. Yes, he would; because true faith must always 

be entire, and ho that fails in one, is made guilty of all, 

by discrediting the authority of God revealing it. 

Q. Is it not enough to believe all that is written in 
the Bible ? 

A. No, it is not : For we must also believe all apos-' 
to Heal tradition. 

il. How prove you that? 

A. Out of 2 Thess. ii. 15. Therefore brethren (saith 
St. Paul) stand and hold ye the traditions which ye 
bave learned, whether by word, or by our Epistle. 
Q. What other proof have you ? 
A. The apostle's Creed, which all are bound to be- 
lieve, although it be not in Scripture. 

Q,. Is faith only, as excluding good works, sufficient 
to salvation? 

A. No : it is not : St* James, ii. 24, saying. Do you 
see how that by works a man is justified, and not by 
faith only? And St. Paul, saying, 1 Cor, xiii. 2. If I 
shoukl have all faith, so that I could remove mountains, 
and not have charity, I am nothing. And if I should 
distribute all my goods to feed the poor, and if I should 
deliver my body to be burxied, aud YiviQ WA. Oa»x^^:^^^^ 
jfroMtetbrne ^jiothing.

Q. What faith will suffice to justify? 

A. Faith working by charity in Jesus Christ. 

Q. What vice is opposite to faith ? A. Heresy. 

Q. What is Heresy ? 

A. It is an obstinate error in things that are of faith. 

Q. Is it a grieVoas sin ? 

A.' A very grievous one, because it wholly divides a 
man from God, and leads to atheism, Christ saying, If 
he will not hear the church let him be to thee as an 
heathen and a publican, Matt, xviii. 17. 



CHAP. III. 

The Creed Expounded. 
Q. What is the creed ? 



A. It is the sum of belief. 

Q. Who made it ? 

A. The twelve apostles. 

Q. At what time did they make it ? 

A. Before they divided themselves into the several 
countries of the world to preach the Gospel. 

Q. For what end did they make it ? 

A. That so they might be able to teach one and the 
same doctrine in all places. 

Q. What doth the creed contain ? 

A. All those chief things which we are bound to be- 
lieve, concerning God and his church. 

Q. What is the first article of the creed ? 

A. I believe in God the Father Almighty, Creator of 
heaven and earth. 

Q. What signifies I believe ? 

A. It signifies as much as I most firmly and undoubt- 
edly hold. 

Q. What means, I believe in God ? 

A. It means not only that I firmly believe there is a 

God, but also that I am piously afifected to. him, as to 

my chiefest good and last end, with confidence in liim ; 

or otherwise that I move unto him by faith, hope, and 

charity.

The Creed Expoiended, — Art. 1. 9 

A. It signifies the first person of the most blessed 
Trinity, who by nature is the Father of his own onlj 
begotten Son ; the second Person of the blessed Trin^' 
ty, by adoption is the Father of all good Christians; and 
by creation is the Father of all creatures. 

Q. What means the word Almighty ? 

A. It means that God is able to do all things as he 
pleaseth ; that he sees all things, knows ail things, and 
governs all things. 

Q. Why is be called Almighty in this place? 

A. That we might doubt of nothing which follows. 

Q. What signify the words, Creator of heaven and 
earth? 

A. They signify that God made heaven and earth, 
and all creatures m them, of nothing, by his sole word, 
Cfen. 1. 

Q« What moved God to make them ? 

A. His own mere goodness, that so he might com- 
municate himself to» angels, and to men, for whom he 
made all other creatures. 

Q. When did God create the angels ? 

A. On the first day when he created heaven and 
earth, Gtn. i. where Moses implies the creation of an- 
gels in the word heaven, and makes no other mention 
of it. The Nicene creed, interpreting the Apostles' 
Creed, says, that the words Creator of heaven and earth, 
mean aU things visible and invisible. 

Q. For what end did God create them ? 

A. To be partakers of his glory, and our guardians. 

Q. How prove you by Scripture, that they be our 
guardians ? 

A. Out of St. Matt, xviii. 10, where Christ saitlv 
* See that you despise not one of these little ones : For 
1 say unto you, their angels in heaven always see the 
face of my Father who is in heaven.* 

Q. Do the angels know our necessities, and hear our 
prayers? 

A. Doubtless they do, siiice God has deputed them to 
be our guardians : which is also pro\edL oxsX Q>i T<aj(X/v, 
J2. where an angel prays for two viVio\^ <£v>j«.%\ ^^ 
H-ords are, 'Then the angel of ^Qluoi^^xks\^«^^^'*»^

saidf O Lord of hosts, how long wilt thou not have 
mercy on the cities of Jiida aud Jerusalem, against 
whicn thou hast been angry these seventy years?' 

Q. What Scripture have you for praying to angels ? 

A. Gen, xlviii. 16, where Jacob on his deatli bed pray- 
ed to an angel for Ephraim and ]\[anasses, saying, * The 
angel of the Lord that delivered me from all evils, bless 
these children.* 

This place is cited for prayer to the angels in the notes 
of the Rhemish Testament upon it, and is confirmed to 
signify a created angel by St. Basil, lib. 3. cont. Du- 
non. sub initio : And St. Chrysosthom. 7. in laudem 
Sancti Pauli. 

Q. How did Lucifer and his fellow angels fall from 
their dignity in heaven ? 

A. By a rebellious sin of pride. 

Q. With what shall their ruins be repaired ? 

A. With lioly men. 

Q. When aud to what likeness did God create mail ? 

A. On the sixth day, and to his own likeness : Gen. i.27. 

Q. In what doth the similitude consist ? 

A. In this, that man is in his soul an incorporeal, in- 
tellectual and immortal spirit, as God is. And in this, 
that as iu God there is but one most divine nature or 
essence, aud yet three distinct Persons ; so in man there 
13 but one indivisible soul, and yet in that soul three 
distinct powers, will, memory, and understanding. 

Q. How do you prove the soul to be immortal ? 

A. Out of Matt. X. 28, where Christ saith, * Fear 
not them that kill the body, and cannot kill the soul.* 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Out of Eccles. xii. 7. At our death the dust re- 
turns to the earth from whence it was, and the spirit to 
God that gave it. 

Q. In what state did God create man ? 

A. In the state of original justice, and perfection of 
all natural gifts. 

Q. Do we owe much to God for our creation? 

A, Very much, seeing he made us in such perfect

A. It much inflames us with the love of God, ^ 
could not more have dignified men^s nature, or sht 
more love to the world, than to send down his only i 
ito redeem it in oar flesh.

A. It signifies a Saviour, St- Matt i. 21.

A. Out of PkiL ii. 8, 9, 10, where we read, * i

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Because there is no other name -under hca 
:given to man, in which we must be saved. Acts iv.

>Q. What signifies the name Christ ? 

A. It si^ifies anointed. 

Q. Why was he called anointed ? 

A. Because he was a priest, a prophet, and a ki 
jto ail wbicb unction appertains.

eneration, but by the work of the Holy Ghost. 

Q. How prove you that? 

A. Out of St. Luke i. 31, 35. Behold (saith the an- 
^el) thou sh'alt conceive and bear a Son, &c. the Holy 
Lriiost shall come upon thee, and the virtue of the High- 
est shall overshadow thee. 

Q. What understand you by the words, bom of the 
Virgin Mary ? 

A. I understand that Christ was born of her at mid- 
night, in a poor stable at Bethlehem, between an ox and 
an ass. 

Q. Why at midnight? 

A. To signify that he came to take away the dark- 
ness of our sins. 

Q. Why in Bethlehem ? 

A. Because it was the head city of David's family* 
ftnd Christ was of David's race. 

Q. Why in a poor stable ? 

A. To teach us to love poverty and contempt of this 
world. 

Q. Why between an ox and an ass ? 

A« To fulfil that of the prophet. Thou shalt be known,

Q. What doth the birth of Christ avail us ?

A. Suffered under Pontios Pilate, was crucified, dea 
and bnried. 

Q. What understand yon by suffering under Pontin 
Pilate ? 

A. I understand that Christ, after a painful life < 
thirty-three years, suffered most bitter torments undc 
the wicked president Pontius Pilate. 

Q. Where did he begin those sufferings? 

A. In the garden of Gethsemani ; that as sin bega 
in the garden by the first Adam, so might grace also, b 
the second. 

Q. What are those torments ? 

A. His bUpdy sweat, his whipping at th^ pillar, hi 
purple garment, his crown of thorns, his Sceptre of 
reed, his carrying the cross, and many others. 

Q,. What understand you by the words, was crucified 

A. I understand, he was nailed to a disgraceful cros 
between two thieves, for our offences, and to save us. 

Q. Is it lawful to honour the cross ? 

A. Yes, with a relative honour it is, because it is 
special memorial of our Saviour's passion, and is calle 
the sign of the Sou of man, St. Matt. xxiv. 30. 

Q. What other reason have you ? 

A. Because the cross was the sacred altar, on whic 
Christ offered his bloody sacrifice. 

Q. What scripture have you for it? 

A. Gal vi. 14. * God forbid, (saith St. Paul,) thi 
I should glory, but in the cross of our Lord Jesus Cnrist 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Out of Phil, iii. 18. Many walk (saith St. Pau 
of whom I have often told you, and now again weeping 
I tell you that they are enemies to the cross of Christ, &< 
whose end is perditiou. And out of Ezek. ix. 4, whet 
ire read, That such as were signed with the sign Tat

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t^. What signifies the word dead 1 

A. It signifies that Christ suffered a true and real death. 

<^. Why was it requisite he should die ? 

A. To free us from the death of sin. 

Q. Why died he, crying with a loud voice ? 

A. To show he had powe^ of his own life ; and he 
freely gave it up for us, heing strong and vigorous. 

Q. Why died he bowing down his head ? 

'A. To signify his obedience to his Father, in the ac- 
ceptance of his disgraceful death. 

Q. What means buried ? 

A. It means, that his body was laid in a new sepul- 
dure, and buried with honour, as the prophet had fore- 
told, Isa. xi. 10. 

The Fifth Article, 

Q. What is the fifth article ? 

A. He descended into hell, the third day he arose 
again from the dead. 

Q,. What means, he descended into hell ? 

A. It means, that as soon as Christ was dead, he de- 
scended into ,LirnJ)Of to free the holy fathers who were 
there. 

Q. How prove you that? 

A Out of Acts li. 24, 27. * Christ being slain, God 
raised him up loosing the sorrows of hell, as it was fore- 
told by the prophet,' Psalm xv. 10. * Thou wilt not 
leave my soul in hell, nor wilt thou give thy Holy One 
to see corruption.* 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Ephes. iv. 8, 9. * He ascending on high, hath led 
captivity captive ; he gave gifts to men ; and that he 
ascended,' what is it but because he descended into the 
lower parts of the earth? 

Q. Did he not descend to purgatory to free such as 
were there ? 

A. It is most probable he did according to 1 Pet. iii. 

19, 20. * Christ being dead, came in spirit; and preached 

to them also that were in prison, who had been in- 

credulous ia the days of Noa\\, ^Vi&xi ^"ft ^V ^-^^ 
biiUding,' ^ 
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Q. What understand you by, on the third day he rosa 
again from the dead ? 

A. I understand, when Christ had been dead part of 
three days, on the third day, >vhieh was Sunday, he 
raised up his blessed bod^ from the dead. 

Q. Why did he not raise it again sooner ? 

A. To testify that he was trcdy dead, and to fulfil tha 
prophecies. 

Q. Did he reassume all the parts of bis body? 

A. He did, even to the last drop of his vital bloodt 
and the very scattered hairs of his head. 

Q. Why did he retain the stigmas and marks of tho 
sacred wounds ? 

A. To confound the incredulity of men, and to present 
them often to his Father, as a propitiation of our sins. 

Q. What benefit have we by the resurrection ? 

A. It confirms our faith and hope, that we shall rite 
again from death : ' For he who raised up Jesus will 
raise us also with Jesus.* 2 Cor. iv. 14. 

The Sixth Article. 

Q. What is the sixth article ? 

A. He ascended into heaven, sits at the right hand 
of God the Father Almighty. 

Q. What means, He ascended into heaven ? 

A. It means that when Christ had conversed fortj 
days on earth with his disciples, after his resurrection 
teaching them heavenly things, then he ascended tri 
umphant into heaven, by his own power. 

Q. From what place did he ascend ? 

A. From the top of Mount Olivet, where the print < 
his blessed feet are seen to this day. 

Q. Why from thence 1 

A. That where he began to be humbled by his p; 
sion, there he might also begin to be exalted. 

Q. Before whom did he ascend ? 

A. Before his mother, apostles and disciples. Act 
9, &c. 

Q- la what manner did he ascend 1 
A, Lifting up his hands, and b\es8\\v^ xVi^m, 
^. Why 13 it added, Into Heaveu 'X 
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A. To draw our hearts to heaven after him ; * If yo 
We risen with Christ, seek ye the things which are 
above.' CoL iii. 1. 

Qv^hat understand you by, Sits at the right hand 
of God? 

A. I do not understand, that God the Father hath 
iny hands, for he is incorporeal, and a spirit : but that 
Christ is equal to his Father in power and majesty, as 
he is God ; and that as man he is in the highest created 
glory. 

The Seventh Article. 

Q. What is the seventh article ? 

A. From thence he will come to judge the living and 
the dead. 

Q. What understand you by this article ? 

A. I understand Christ will come at the last day from 
Wven, to judge all men according to their works. 

Q. Does every man receive a particular judgment at 
his death? 

. A. He doth, but in the general judgment we shall be 
judged not only in our souls, as at our death, but also 
*n our bodies. 

Q. Why is that necessary ? 

A. That as Christ was openly rejected, so he may 
there be openly acknowledged to the great joy and glory 
of his friends, as also to the confusion of his enemies. 

Q. How prove you that in the judgment all men shall 
receive according to their works ? 

A. Out of 2 Cor. v. 10. *We must all be manifest- 
ed (saith St. Paul) before the judgment seat of Christ, 
that every one may receive the proper things of the body, 
according as he hath done, whether good or evil.' And 
out of St. Matt. xvi. 27. * The Son of man (saith our 
Lord) shall come in the glory of his Father, with his an- 
gels, and then he will render to every one according to 
his works.' 

Q,. Is there any merit in our good works ? 

A. There is, according to Afoc. xxii. 12.. * Behold 
I come quicklj (saith our Lord) and m^ T«t(^^i&^v^ 
Mie; to render to every man accordiii^XA\tel«^^iA« 

2 * '"s^ 
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Q. Ill what place shall this judgment be made t 

A. In the Valley of Jehosaphat, as many suppose, be* 
tween Jerusalem and Mount Olivet. 

Q. How prove you this ? 

A. By its conformity to that of the prophet. ' I will 
gather together all nations, I will send them into the Val- 
ley of Jehosaphat, and there will I plead with them upon 
my people, and my inheritance Jsrael,^ Joel iii. 

Q. What signs shall go before it ? 

A. The sun and moon shall lose their lights, thera 
shall be wars, plagues, famines, and earthquakes, ii| 
many places. 

Q,. In what manner will Chiist come unto it? 

A. In great power and majesty, attended with legioi|« 
of nngels. 

Q. Who are they that shall be judged ? 

A. The whole race and progeny of man, 

Q. What are the things that shall be judged ? 

A. Our thoughts, words, and works, even to the se- 
crets of our souls. 

Q. Who will accuse us ? 

A. The Devils, and our own guilty consciences : in 
which all our thoughts, words and deeds shall presently 
appear, and be laid open to the whole world. 

Q. How shall the just and reprobate be placed? 

A. The just shall be on the right ; the reprobate on 
the left hand of the Judge. 

Q. What shall be the sentence of the just ? 

A. * Come, O ye blessed of my Father, and receive 
ye the kingdom which is prepared for you, for I was 
hungry and ye gave me to eat, I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me to drink,* &c St. Matt. xxv. 35, 36. 

Q,. What shall be the sentence of the reprobate ? 

A. *■ Go ye cursed into eternal fire, which hath been 
prepared for the devil and his angels ; for I was hun- 
gry, and ye gave me not to eat,* &e. the same chap, 
v. 41, 42. You see of what weight good works will bo 
at that day. 

Q. Wh^ is it added, the living and the dead ? 

A. To signify that Christ shaal judge, not onljr sucli 
as are Mving at the time of bia coii»xi^^\)\)X>&^&fiH4N&!^^ 
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such as have been dead, from the creation of the world ; 
as also by the living, are understood angels and saints, 
by the dead, devils and damned souls. 

The Eighth Article. 

Q. What is the eighth article ? 

A. I beiieye in the Holy Ghost. 

Q« Of what treats this article ? 

A. Of the third Person of the blessed Trinity, in whom 
^ve also believe and put our trust, who proceeds from 
^the Father and the Son, and is the self-same God with 
ihem, distinct in nothing but in person. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out or 1 John v. 7. 'There are three that, give 
Cestimony in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
floly Ghost, and these three are one.* 

Q. Why is the name of Holy Ghost appropriated to 
(he third Person, since angels are all spints aud holy ? 

A. Because be is such by excellency and essence ; 
fhey only by participation. 

Q. At least why snould it not be common to the other 
two persons ? 

A. Because they are known by the proper names of 
Father and Son, but we have not any proper name for 
the Holy Ghost. 

Q. In what forms has the Holy Ghost appeared unto 
man? 

A. In the form of a dove, to signify the purity and in- 
nocence which he caused in our souls : and in the form 
of a bright cloud, and fiery tongue, to signify the fire of 
charity, which he produced in our hearts, as also the gift 
of tongues ; and hence it is, he is painted in these forms. 

* The Ninth Article. 

Q. What is the ninth article ? 

A. I believe in the holy Catholic Church, the commu- 
nion of saints. 

Q. What understand you by this ? 

A. I understand that Christ hath a chuieVvuv^w^^a:^ 
'which he established in his owublood^^n^^'^xXsAV^a^ 
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commanded us to believe that church, in all things ap 
pertaining to faith, and morals, Matt, xviii. 17. 

Q. What kind of faith must we believe her with ? 

A. With the same faith that we believe her Spoustf 
the Son of Ood, that is, with divine faith, but witn this 
difference among other, that we believe in Grod ; bu" 
though we believe the church, yet we do not properly 
believe in the church. 

Q. What is the church? 

A. It is the congregation of all the faithful undea 
Jesus Christ, their invisible head, and his vicar upon 
earth, the Pope. 

Q. What are the essential parts of the church? 

A. A Pope or supreme head, bishops, pastors, and 
laity- 

Q. IIow prove you that bishops are of divine instU 
tution ? 

A. Out of Acts XX. 28. Take heed unto yoarBelyeff* 
and to the whole flock, wherein the Holy Ghost hath 
placed you bishops, to rule the church of God, whidi 
he hath purchased with his own blood> 

Q. How believe you St. Peter, and the Pope his suc- 
cessor, to be the visible head of the church ? 

A. First out of St. John xxi. 16, 17, and 18, where 
Christ gave St. Peter (for a reward of his special faith 
and love) absolute power to feed and govern his whole 
flock, saying, Feed my Lambs, feed my lambs, feed my 
sheep ; therefore the rest of the apostles were his sheep, 
and ue their head or pastor. 

Secondly, out of St. Matt. xvi. 18, where Christ saith, 
7%)u art Peter, and upon this Rock will I build my 
church. Therefore the rest of the apostles were built on 
him ; and hence also it is, that in Scripture, St. Peter 
is still named first. 

Q. What are the marks of the true church? 

A. Unity, sanctity, universality, and to be apostolical. 

Q,. W^hat mean you by the church's unity f 

A. That all her members live under one evangelical 
law, obey the same supreme head, and his magistrates 
profess the, same faith, even to the least article, and use 
/dff same saeramenta and sacrifices. 
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d. How prove you out of Scripture that the church 
is one ? 

A. 1 Cor, X. 17. Being many (saith St. Paul) we 
ure one bread, one body, all wno participate of one 
bread. 

Q. Why may not a well-meaning person be saved in 
any religion 1 

A. Because there is but one Lord, one faith, one bap- 
tism, Ephes. iv. 5, and without (that one) faith, it is im- 
possible to please God. Heb, xi. 6. 

Q. What other reason have you for it ? 

A. Because, as in a natural body, that part which has 
not a due connection to the heart or root, presently dies 
for want of continuity ; for in the church (the mystical 
body of Christ) that man who has not a due subordina- 
tion and connection to the head and common councils 
thereof, (that b, the Pope and general councils from 
whence under Christ we have our spiritual life and mo- 
tion, as we are Christians,) must needs be dead, nor in- 
deed can he be accounted a member of that mystical body. 

Q. Who, I beseech you, are those who are not to be 
accounted members of the church ? 

A. All such as are not in the unity of the church, by a 
aost firm belief of her doctrine, and due obedience to her 
pastors ; as Jews, Turks, Heretics, &c. 

Q. Why may not Heretics and Schismatics justly 
dum to be in the Unity of the Church and Members of 
Chrisfsbody? 

A. Because Catholics can show to each sect of Here- 
tics and Schismatics the time they began ; the date of 
their separation from the Church ; the name of the per- 
son or persons of their sect who first separated them- 
selves, and the cause of their condemnation ; whilst tlio 
Catholic Church always was from the beginning. 

Q. What if a Protestant should tell you, that the diffe- 
rence between them and us, are not diiferences in funda- 
mentals, or in faith, but in opinion only, and therefore do 
not exclude them out of the unity of the Catholic Church ? 

A. I should answer, they contradict tViexiks«\N«k^% l^>c 
tbey accuse us of rohbiag God of bis hoiio\XT,m\i^\^vc^% 
pneetJjr absolution from sins; ia adoring C\«*\^X'^\i<i^ 
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and blood, as really present in the eucharbt, and holding; 
the Pope's supremacy in things belonging tor the spiritual 
government of the Church, also the infallibility of the 
Church and general councils, in delivering and defining 
points of faith, which are no matters of indifference, but 
high fundamentals. 

Q. How do you prove all obstinate Innovators to be 
Heretics ? 

A. Because they wilfully stand out against the d^nU 
tive sentence of the Church of God, and submit not to 
any tribunal appointed by Christ to decide religious con- 
troversies; but follow their own interpretation of the 
dead letter of the scriptures. 

Q. And is not this the reason also why Protestants and 
all other sectarians are so divided in religious matters? 

A. Yes, it is ; for how is it possible that people who 
imagine that there is no person or tribunal, or even the 
Church of God, infallible, for expounding the bible ; peo- 
ple, who expound it each according to his respectivo 
fancy ; people, who have no control over the erroneous 
interpretation of each other ; how is it possible that such 
people would have the unity of faith, in the bond of 
peace ; or that they be not tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doctrine ? 

Q.. Why may not the letter of the Scripture be a deci« 
sive judge of controversies ? 

A. Because it has never been able from it first publi- 
cation, to decide any one dispute ; as the whole world 
knows from experience : all hereties equally pretend to 
scripture authority in defence of their errors and heresies. 

(4' How then can we ascertain the truth amidst eon-* 
flicting opinions ? 

A. By the infallible authority, definition, and propo- 
sition of the Catholic Church. 

Q. For what end, then, was the Scripture written, if 
not to be a decider of controversies ? 

A. The writing of the Holy Scriptures was for the 

purpose of the better preserving the revealed will of God, 

and that by a sensible and common reading of it, with-

ftlso that there is a heaven and a hell, rewards for vir- 
tue, and punishment for vice, with examples of both, all 
^'hich we find in the letter of tbe Scripture, by a plain 
^Hd ordinary reading. 

Q. Is the church we speak of visible ? 
A. She is and must be visible at all times, as consist- 
n.g of a hierarchy of pastors, governing, teaching, admin- 
^tering sacraments to the world's end, and of other 
>eople governed, taught and receiving sacraments at 
t^l^eir hands, all publicly professing the same faith, all 
^vliich things are visible. 
Q. How prove you that? 

A. First, out ofEph, iv. 1, and 12. * Christ gave some 

apostles, some evangelists, some doctors, some pastors^ 

^o the consummation of tlie saints, to the edifying of the 

^^y of Christ, and to the work of the ministry, until we 

^ meet in the unity of faith.' 

Secondly, out of St. Matt. v. 14, where Christ saitb 
t)f his church, ** You are the light oiihe world, acity seat- 
ed on a high mountain cannot be hid." 

Q. Why then would Protestants have the church to 
be invisible ? 

A. Because we have convinced them, that there were 
no Protestants to be seeii'6r heard of in the world before 
Martin Luther. 

Q. Why is the church said to be holy, or to have 
sanctity ? 

A. Because she hath a holy faith, a holy lawi hoi? 
sacraments, and is guided by the Holy Gho^t, to aU^ truth 
and holiness. 

Q. How else prove you her sanctity 1 : 
A. Because Christ gave himself for his church that he 
might sanctify her, cleansing her by the laver of water 
in the world, that he might present her to himself a glo- 
rious church, not having spot or wrinkle, but that she 
might be holy and unspotted. Eph. v. 26, 27. 

Q. Notwithstanding the sanctity of the Catholic Church, 
are not some Catholics as wicked as Protestants ? 

A. Yes, verily, and more wicked, for where sanctity is 
less, their aacrilege cannot be so gre^X. '^ t&.^'gl ^^nS^.^ 
dama his own posterity, but he. xVvaX V«L^wc^gi\VHik.'^as»'v^^ 
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to lose: uor any man to betray Christy but he that had 
eaten at his table. Protestants have not a holy faith, 
such holy sacraments, nor a holy church to abuse, as 
Catholics have, and therefore no wonder, if some Cath- 
olics be worse than any Protestants ; yet Catholics have 
some saints, but Protestants have none. 

Q. Is the church infallible ? 

A. She is, and therefore to be believed, and all men 
may rest securely on her judgment. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. First, because she is the pillar and ground of truth* 
1 Tim. iii. 15. 

Secondly, out of St. Matt, xvi. 18, where Christ saitbf 
*^ Upon this Rock will I build my church, and the gateffof 
hell shall not prevail against her.*' 

Thirdly, out of St. Johrif xiv. 26. But the Paraeletei 
(saith he,) the Holy Ghost, shall teach you all thingn 
whatsoever I shall say to you. And xvi. 13. But whea 
the Spirit of truth cometh, he shall teach you'aH truths 

Q,. How declare you that the definitions of a council 
perfectly ecumenical, that is, a general council approved 
by the rope, are infallible in matters of faith ? 

A. Because such a council is the church representa- 
tive, and has the same infallibility that the church spread 
over the world hath. 

Q,. What other reason have you ? 

A. Because the definitions of such a council are tb< 
dictates of the Holy Ghost, according to that of tb* 
apostles, deciding in council, it hath seemed good to tb 
Holy Ghost, and to us. Acts xv. 28. 

Q. What think you then of such as accuse the churc 
of errors in faith and of idolatry ? 

A. Truly I think them to be Heretics or Infidels, f 
our Lord saith, He that will not hear the church let h 
be unto thee as a heathen and a publican, St. M( 
xviii. 17. 

Q. Is not the church at least too severe in its ccnsi 
and excommunications against sectaries ? 

A. No, she is very reasonable and charitable in th 

Jhr viciouB, passionate, and seU-inlQxe^Xe^^ ixi^w «^ 

iiaie» are brought to peason, Cor (ear ol \)>x\iv%\!k 
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' and are forced to their own good, when no authority 
ordained by Christ is able to persuade them to it. 

Q. What understand you by the word catholic, or by 
^Jie universality of the church ? 

A. I understand the church is universal, both for time 
and place. 

Q. How for time ? 

A. Because she hath been from Christ to this.tiixitf, 
and shall be from thence to the end of the world. > ^ 

Q,. How prove you that ? 

A. Out of St. Matt, xxviii. 20. Going therefore (saitb 
our Lord) teach ye all nations, &c. and behold I am 
^vitji you all days, even to the consummation of the 
"world. 

Q. What mean you by the universality of place ? 

A. I mean that the church shall be spread over alt 
nations. 

.0,. How prove you this ? 

A- First, out of St. Matt, above cited, Teach all na- 
tions. 

Secondly, out of Psalm Ixxxv. 9. All nations, what- 
soever thou hast made, shall come and adore beforflT 
thee, O Lord. 

Thirdly, out of Apoc. vii. 9, where we read^ that tho 
church shall be gathered out of all nations, people, 
' tribes, and tongues. 

Q. Why do we call the church the Roman Church ? 

A. Because, since the translation of St. Peter's chair 
' from Antioch to Rome, the particular Roman Church 
has been bead of all the churchesi and to her the pri- 
macy has been affixed. . , 

Q. W^|AiB the rule by which the church pre^serves 
entire theoeposit of Faith and confounds all sectaries 1 

A. Apostolical traditions, or receipt of doctrine by 
hand to hand from Christ and his apostles. 

Q. How prove you that? 

A. Out of Jiom. vi. 17. *' Therefore I beseech you, 
brethren (saith St. Paul) mark them which make dis- 
sensions and scandals, contrary to the doctrine which- 
(you have learned, and avoid them ; for such do not 
serve Christ om' Lord.''* 
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Q. What other proofs have you ? 

A. Out of St. Paul^ saymg, "But although we or art 
augel from heaven evangelize to you, besides that which 
^\e have evangehzed to 3'OU, be he anathema, or be- 
sides, what you have received be he anathema." Gal. 
i. 8, 9. 

Q,. Can the church err in faith, standing to this rule, 
and admitting nothing for faith, but what is consented 
by the whole church to have been so received ? 

A. She cannot, otherwise the whole church must 
there conspire in a notorious lie, to damn herself and 
her posterity, or else she must be ignorant what hath 
been taught her for faith by the church of the precedent 
age, which are both natural impossibilities. 

Q. How prove you these to be impossibilities by na- 
ture? 

A. By the constancy and immutability of contingent 
causes, whose particulars may be defective, but the uni- 
versals cannot. 

Q. Explain that a little. 

A. Because one man or tv*o or three may be barn 
but with one arm, or one eye only, through defect of - 
their particular causes ; but that all nature should fail 
at once, and all men be so born, is totally impossible in 
nature; in like manner, one man or two may cons]>ire 
in palpable lies to damn themselves and their posterity, 
or be deceived in what hath been taught them for faith, 
from their very cradles; but that the whole church 
should so far break with tho nature of man (whicii is _ 
reason) to conspire in such a lie, or to be so inistakeu, 
is as impossible in nature, as it is for men to be no rneii^ 

Q. May not some errors have been tec^fl^ for faith, 
and crept insensibly over the whole church, no man per- 
ceiving or taking notice of them ? 

A. No, that is as impossible as that the plague or 
burning fever should infect or spread itself over a whole 
kingdom for many years, no man perceiving it, or seek- 
ing to prevent it ; for nothing causes greater notice to jj 
be takeuj than any public or notorious change in mat- / 
ters of religion. t 

Q. May not tho power of teTO\>c^vT5L\ Y'f\^^^L'&^ ^\ ^^^ 
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over prevalency of human wit and reason, have inlro- 
ducpd errors into the church ? 

A. Neither is that possible, seeing we are not regu- 
lated iu things which are of faith, either by power, or 
any strength of reason, but by the rule of apostolical 
tradition, and by inquiring of the whole church of eve- 
nr age, what hath been taught by our forefathers, from 
Christ and his apostles. 

Q. Was not the Millenary heresy an apostolical tra- 
dition ? 

A. No, it was not; for there is no assurance or con- 
8eut among those who write of it, that it was ever 
preached or delivered by the apostles. 

Q. Did not St. .Austin fjnd Innocent iiiSf with their 
councils, hold the communion of children a thing ne- 
cessary to their salvation ? 

A. They speak not of sacramental communion, as 
is evident to all who have read their works, but of the 
effect of it, that is, of their incorporation into the mys- 
tical body of Christ, which is made iu baptism, and this 
only they affirmed to be necessary to their salvation. 

Q. At least do not heretics say and aver, that the 
church hath apostatized and erred in faith ? 

A. They do indeed, but it will not serve their turn. 
Ijarely to say it, unless they were also able to prove it, 
(which they neither are or will be) by evident and un- 
t^eniable proofs. 

Q. How prove you that? 

A. First, because that presumption and possession of 
her integrity and infallibility is on the church's side ; and 
therefore ought not to be yielded up, without clear evi- 
dence of her prevarication. 

Secondly, because he that accuses his neighbour's 
wife of adultery, without convincing proof thereof, is 
Jiot to be hearkened uuto, but to be hated by all good 
men, as a most infamous slanderer ; much more ought 
they who sh'all accuse the church, the spouse of Christ, 
*>f errors and apostacy, unless their proofs be evident 
and uadeniable, to be detested as blasphemous heretics. 

Thirdly, because if less than vnau\fe^\. ^sivvvSl q.wvn\w^v\ns^ 
^idence be sufficient to prove mat\.e\^ o^ xyvN&Vv^x^*^^ 
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ture, it is not impossible but every false tongue shall set 
dissensions between man and wife, and stir up the most 
faithful subjects in the world to a rebellion against their 
princes, both spiritual and temporal. 

Q. What other reason have you yet, why the church 
and law of Chi*ist may not fail and be utterly extin- 
guished ? 

A. Because the causes of religion (to wit, the hope 
of good, and fear of evil from God) are universal and 
necessary, always knocking at mcu's hearts, and p\it- 
ting them in mind of some good or other, and therefore 
must needs have perpetual and necessary effects, which 
in such as are convinced that Christ is God, can be no 
•other than the faith, hope and love of Christ,, and the 
observance of his law, and that for ever, speaking of 
the whole church, although particular men may err and 
fall away. 

Q. What is it for the church to be apostolical ? 

A. To have been begun and propagated by the apos- 
tles, and to have a succession of pastors, and doctriue^ 
from them. 

Q. What means the communion of saints ? 

A. It means first that the faithful do all communicato 
in the same faiih and sacraments, in the same sacrifice, 
and also in the merits of one another. 

Q. How prove you that? 

A. Out of 1 Cor. xii. 26. And if one member suf- 
fer any thing, all the members suffer with it ; or if one 
member do glory, all the members rejoice with it, you 
are the body of Christ, and members of a member. 

Secondly, It means that the faithful on earth commu- 
nicate with the angels and the saints in heaven ; we by- 
praising and praying to them, they by prayings for 'Us. 

Q. How do you prove this communion f 

A. Out of Luke xv. 10. There is joy before the an- 
gels of God upon one sinner that doth penance. And 
out of 1 John i. 3, That you also may have fellowship 
with us, and our fellowship may be with the Father and 
fv/th bis Son Jesus Christ. 
' Q. How prove you that the a?AVi\.'& \v^'v^ ^Y^^^^-^^t 

i£0 do us gQQil 7 
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A. Out of Apoc. ii. 26, 27, where Christ hath prom* 
ised them power over us : To him, said he, that shall 
overcome, and keep my works to the end, to him will I 
giTe power over nations, and he shall rule them with au 
iron rod. 

Q. How prove you that it is lawful to pray to an- 
gels? 

A. Oulof ^/7oc.i.4, where St, JoAn did it : Grace (saith 
lie) to you, and peace from him that is, that was, and 
that shall come, and from the seveu spirits that are iu 
the sight of his throne. 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Out of Apoc. viii.4, where we read, that they pre- 
sent the church's prayers to God. The smoke of the 
incense of the prayers of the saints ascended from the 
hand of tho an^el before God. 

Q. How prove you that we may pray to saints ? 

A. Out of Gen. xlviii. 16, where Jacob taught his 
children to do it, saying, And let my name be invocated 
upon them, the names also of my fathers, Abraham and 
Isaac. 

Q. How prove you that they pray for us ? 

A. Out of Apoc. V. 8. The twenty-four elders fell 
^own before the Lamb, having every one harps, and 
vials full of odours, which are the prayers of the saints. 

<i. Is it no dishonour to God, for us to pray*to saints 
lo pray for us ? 

A. No, it is not, nor yet to beg it of men ; for St. Paul 
<^id ii: We hope (saith he) that God will deliver us, 
yoii also helping in prayer for us. 2 Car. i. 11. 

The Tenth Article. 

Q. What is the tenth article ? 

. A. The forgiveness of sins. 

Q. What do you understand by tliis ? 

A. I understand that God is both able and willing to 
forgive our sins, if we be heartily sorry for them, and 
<^oofess them ; and hath given power to his church to 
^mit them by baptism and penance. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A' Out of Matt. viii. 9, where *\\. *\s \^^5.w:^^^^^^ '^'^ 

3* 
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Holy Ghost, that the multitude glorified God, who hsth 
given such power unto man, as to forgive sins, (Christ 
having before proved the said power by a miracle) ver. 
6,7, 

Q. Is any sin so great that God cannot forgive it? 

A. No, there is not ; for his mercy is far above our 
malice. 

Q. Can any one mortal sin be remitted without the 
rest? 

A. It cannot, because the remission of mortal sin is 
a renewing of friendship with God by his grace, which 
can never be effected, so long as there remains in us any 
mortal sin. 

Q,. Can we have absolute certainty, that our sins ai"e 
forgiven us ? 

A. Without special revelation we cannot : I am oo^ 
guilty in conscience (saith St. Paul) of any thing, \y^^ 
herein I am not justified. 1 Cor. iv. 4. 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Because a man knows not whether he be wort^* 
of love or hatred. Eccl. i. 9. 

Q. Cau we be certain of our final perseverance? 

A. Not without special revelation, and therefore ^^ 
Paul said, I chastise my body and bring it into subje?^ 
tion, lest when I preach to others I myself becom(? 
reprobate, 1 Cor. ix. 27, and Phil. ii. 12. Ho exhor*^- 
saying, with fear and trembling, vrork out your salr^* 
tion. 

Q. How then shall we have peace of conscience ? 

A. Because we may have moral certainty and a most 
•lively hope, that our sins are forgiven us by the due use 
of the sacraments, which is enough for our peace. 

The Eleventh Article. 

Q. What is the eleventh article ? 

A. The resurrection of the flesh. 

Q. What means this article ? 

A. It means that these very bodies in which we now 
Jive, shall at the day of judgment be all raised up from 
xleath to life. 

Q, By what means shaU ibisb^i Oion^l

merits proceeding from bis grace. 

Q. On v.- hat is the confidence chiefly grounded ? 

A. On the merits and promises of Christ, who hath 
promised glory to such as hope in him, and do hisAvorks, 
as also grace whereby to do them. 

Q. Are our good works then meritorious of a reward 
of glory ? 

A. As proceeding from the grace of Christ, and built 
upon his promises, they are. 

Q,. How prove you that ? 

A. First, out of MarA: ix. 14. *' For whosoever shall 
give you to drink a'cup of water in my name because 
you are Christ's, Amen, I say to you, he shall not ioso 
his reward." 

Secondly, out of 1 Cor. iii. 8. " And every one shall 
receive his own reward, according to his own labour, 
for we are God's coadjutors." 

Thirdly, out of Matt. v. 11. "Blessed are ye (saith 
onr. Lord) when they shall. revile and pei*secute you;

Q. What vices arc opposite to hope? 
A. Despair and presumption. 
Q- What is despair ? 

A. It is a diflidence in the mercy of God, and merits 
of Christ, even to death. 
Q. What is presumption ? 

A. It is a foolish and desperate confidence of salva- 
iii tion, without ciideavouring to live well or keep thecom- 
** niaudments. 

Q. How is despair the cause of sin ? 
A. Because despairing men are wont to say, if I shall 
^^ <lainiied, 1 shall bo damned, and so use no endeavour 
. *" ^0 %ood or avoid evil. 

. How is j)resumption the cause of sin? 
A. Because presumptuous men used to say, God is . 
nierciful and will forgive our sins, how great soever, nnd 
^t what time soever, we do penance ; and out of this 
^ke liberty to sin. 
•ft. How must our hope be balanced between these 
two extremes ? 

A. By a filial fear, and an humble distrust of our own 
Works, as they are ours. 
I Q. Is prayer good against both these ? 

A. It is, according to that of Luke xxii. 40, ** pray yc, 
that so ye may not fall into temptation." 
Q. J^or Avhat else availelh prayer ? 
A. Fo^ the avoiding of evils and the obtaining all 
benefits. 
Q. How prove you that? 
A* Out of John XV. 25, *'^VhaUoc\^v ^^v\v\\v q>\x ^-^

A. In churches: because these are places cons 
dkid devoted to prayer, and there our prayers are 
ted by ^e peculiar presence of God, and his spe 
sistance besought by the Church's pastors in the 
eration of those places. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out of Matt, xviii. 20. " Where there are 
three gathered together in my name (saith oui 
there 1^ am in the midst of theiti." 

Q>. How prove you that material churches

A. He hath not ; for " he that saith, he knowe 
and doth not keep his commandments, is a liar, 
truth is not in him.'* 1 John ii. 4. 

Qr> What is it to love our neighbours as ourse 

A. To wish him as much good as we wish oi 
and to do him no wrong. 

Q. Who is our neighbour ? 

A. All men, women, and children, even tho 
injQve us, or differ from us in religion, but es 
Catholics. 

Q. Why so ? 

A. Because they are the images of God, and i 
ed with the blood of Christ. 

Q. Why especially Catholics ? 

A. Because they are all members of the mystii 
of Christ, which is the church. 

Q. Whence ariseth the obligations of loving ou 
Jbourf 

A. Because God hath commanded \\.*. ^lA *• SS 
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tay, I love God, and hateth his brother, he is a liar.' 1 
JohM, iv. 20. 

Q. Are we not also bound to love our enemies ? 

A. We are, according to that, ** It was said of old, Thou 
fibalt not kill : but I say unto you. Love your enemies.*' 
Matt y. 43, 44. 

Q. What kind of love are we bound to show to our 
enemies ? /. 

A. We are bound to . use a civil behaviour towards 
them, to pray for them in general, an<| to be disposed to 
do aoy charitable office for them wtien their necessity 
require it. 

Q. What is the highest act of charity ? 

A. To give our life for God's honour, and the salva- 
vation of our neighbour. 

Q. Why is charity the greatest and most excellent of 
virtues? 

A. Because it is the life of all the rest, ** Faith with- 
out charity is dead." James ii, 26. 

Q. What state of life do we conceive to be of greatest 
perfection ? 

^ A. That which of its own nature and proper institu- 
tion obligeth to the highest and greatest chanty, for 
charity is perfection, and such is the state not only of 
^hops, but also, as many probably think, of pastors, 
who have the charge of souls. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out of 1 John XV. 13 ; " Greater charity than this 
BO man hath, that a man ^ield his life for his friends," 
which is the proper obligation of every parish priest, ac-

Q. How prove you the necessity of charity ? 

A. Out of John iv. 16. ** He that remains in charity, 
remains in God, and God in him," and chap. iii. ver.

Q. What are the effects of charity ? 
A. It destroys sin. *' Charity covers a multitude of 
sins," James v. 20, and gives spiritual life to the souL

A. For the substance of them they are, beca 
are the rule of our whole life and actions. 

Q. How do you prove them to be only ten? 

A. Out of Deut. iv. 13. **He shewed his < 
which he commanded you to do, and the ten wor 
he wrote in two tables of stone." 

Q,. By what kind of sins are the commandment 

A. By mortal sins only ; for venial sins aren 
ly speaking contrary to the end of the commai 
which is charity. 

Q. How declare you that ? 

A. Because a venial sin, for example, a va 
an officious or jesting lie, which hurts nobody, 
of a pin or an apple, is not of weight enough 
charity- between man and man, much less betw 
and man. 

Q. Is it possible for us to keep all the commai 

A. Not only possible, but necessary and easi 
assistance of God^s grace. 

Q. How do 'you declare thall 
A. Becuttae God is not a tytaiax to toxxim^ 
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sibilides under paia of eternal damnation, as he doth 
the keeping his commandments. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. First out of Exod, xx. and Deut. xxviii. 15. where 
he often commands them to he kept, threatening griev- 
ous punishments to such as break them. 

Secondly, out of Matt. v. 19. ** Whosoever, there- 
fore, shall break one of these least commandments, and 
shall teach men so, he shall be called the least in the 
kingdom of heaven : but whosoever shall do and teach, 
the same shall he called great in the kingdom of heaven.*' 

Thirdly, out of Matt. xi. 29, 30. *' Tak« up my 
yoke" upon you (saith our Lord) for my yoke is sweet, 
and my burthen light."

Q. Hath God ever promised to enable man to keep

the middle of you, (saith our Lord) and I will make ye 
walk in my precepts, and keep my judgments and do 
them." 

And again, chap, xxxvii. 23, 24. " They shall be 
my people, and I will be their God : there shall be one 
pastor of them all, they shall walk in my judgments and 
keep my commandments and do them.** 

Q. How do you prove that any have kept them ? 

A. Out of Luke i. 6. ** Zachary and Elizabeth were 
hoth just before God : walking in all the commandments 
and justifications of our Lord without reproof. 

Q. How prove you the keeping them to be nbcessary 
to salvation ? 

A. First, out of M(Ut. xix. 17. *» If thou wilt enter

OF THE COMMANDMENTS IN PARTICULAR. 

Hie First Commandment Expounded, 

Q. What is the first commandment? 

A. I am the Lord thy God, who brought thee out 
the land of Egypt, and out of the house of bouAaj 
Thou shalt not have strange gods before me. Th 
shalt not make to thyself a graven thing, nor the lil 
ness of any thing that is in heaven above, or in the eai 
below, or of those things that are in the waters uu( 
the earth. Thou shalt not adore nor worship them ; 
am the Lord thy God, mighty, jealous, visiting the si 
of the fathers upon their children, to the third and foui 
generation of them that hate me ; and showing mer 
to thousands of those that love me, and keep my coi 
mandments. Exod, xx. 

Q. What are we commanded by this precept? 

A. To serve, love, adore, and worship one only, ti 
living, and eternal God, and no more. 

Q. What are we forbidden by this [>recept ? 

A. Not to worship any creature for a God, or gii 
it the faouour which is due to God. 

^. What is the honour due to God ? 

A. A supreme and sovereign honour, which is < 
by divines lAitria ; by which we honour him as the 
master of life and death, as our creator, redeeme; 
server, and last end. 

Q. How do men sin against this commandmei 

A. By worshipping idols and false gods, by er 
doubtine in faith, by superstition and witchcraft. 

Q. How else ? 

A. By communicating with infidels or here 
believing dreams, ^c • - 

Q. How do you prove it a gi^At sin to go t( 
with heretics ? 

A. Because by so doing we outwardly deny « 
and profess their false failb. 
Q' What scripture have ^wx ^^aAu^V-Sxl 
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A. Out of Luke xvii. 23, 24, where Christ forbids it, 
*aying, " And they shall gay to you, Lo ! here Christ, La ! 
tbere Christ ; go ye not, neither do you follow them.'* 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Out of Tit. iii. 10, 11. ** A man that is a heretic, 
^fter the first and secoud admonition, avoid, knowing 
that he that is such an one is subverted and sinnetb.'* 

Q. How do you prove it unlawful to go to witches 
^iid fortune-tellers ? 

A. Out of Deut, xviii. 10, 11. "There shall not bo 
found among you any one that shall expiate his son or 
daughter making them to pass through the fire, or that 
Useth divination, or any observer of times, or enchanter, 
or witch, or a charmer, or a wizard, or necromancer, 
&c. For all these things our Lord abhorreth.*' 

Q> What understand you by these words. Thou shalt 
not make to thyself any graven thing, &c. Thou shalt 
Hot adore them, &c. 

A. I understand that we must not make idols or 
linages, nor any graven thing whatsoever, to adore It 
*« a god, or with God*s honour. 

Q. Why are not these words expressed at length in 
^any of our short catechisms ? 

A, Because they are sufficiently included in the pre- 
^^ding words, ** Thou shalt not have strange (or other) 
Sods before me." 

Q. How declare you (hat 7 

A. Because if we must have no ollher but the only 
^Ue God, who created heaven and earth, then it is clear 
*^ the reason of every child, that we must not have 
•^any gods, or any graven things for gods, or adore any 
^ther things for God. 

Q. Why do Protestants or those of new religions, in- 
stead of graven things, translate graven images ? 

A. Because they have a will to corrupt the text, in 
'^ope by so doing to persuade ignorant people, that Ca- 
^olics are idolaters, and break the first commandment 
^y making and worshipping images. 

Q. How do you prove they corrupt the text ? 

A. Because the Hebrew wovd ia Pesel, yiXvv^ ^^\^>5aw^ 
^ Sravea thing, the Greek is Idolon, aa \d^^\^ ^m^^ ^^ 
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:t And, " Our Lord is Avell pleased in them that hope in 
his mercy." P«oZ;7i cxlvi. .11. 
Q. What other good doth Hope ? 
ir . Ar It moves us to^devout and humble prayer. 
OS Q. What is prayer ? 

A. It is the lifting up of the mind to God, by which 
^?e beg for good things, and to be free Iroui evils, or by 
which we bless and praise Cod. 
Q. What are the conditions of good prayer ? 
A. That it may be made with reverence, attention, 
humility, and perseverance. 
Q. What vices arc opposite to hope ? 
cii^ A. Despair and presumption. 
Q. What is despair ? 

A. It is a di Aide nee in the mercy of God, and merits 
of Christ, even to denth. 
'^'- Q. What is presumption ? 

A. It is a foolish and desperate confidence of salva- 
tion, without c^ideavo ui'ing to live well or keep thecom- 
niaudmcnts. 
Q. How is despair the cause of sin ? 
A. Because despairing men are wont to say, if I shall 
oe damned, I shall bo damned, and so use no endeavour 
. to do good or avoid evil. 

Q. How is presumption the cause of sin? 
A. Because presumptuous men used to say, God is 
Dierciful and will forgive our sins, how great soever, nnd 
*t what time soever, we do penance ; and out of this 
take liberty to sin. 

Q. How must our liope be balanced between these 
two extremes ? 
A. By a filial fear, and an humble distrust of our cAvn 
^^J works, as they are ours. 
'°'* Q. Is prayer good against both these ? 

A. It is, according; to that of Luke xxii. 40, " pray yc, 
that Bo ye may not fall into temptation." 
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Q. J^or "what else availeth prayer ? 
A.Fc 



A. F 01^ the avoiding of evils and the obtaining all 
beuefits. 
Q. How prove you that? 
A- Out of John XV. 2;j, ** WhaUocvcY ^^\\v^\v ^n\x ^-j^.- 
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t, crucifix, or tear a picture of Jesus Christ in pieces, and 
throw the pieces into the fire ; and would show him the 
couQcil of Trent, Sess. 25, which teaches thus, ♦* Images 
are not to be venerated for any virtue of divinity that is 
believed to be in them, or for any trust or confidence 
that is to be put in them, as the Gentiles did of old, who 

1 reposed their hope and trust in their idols ; but because 
the honour that is exhibited to them, is referred to the 
prototypes represented by them," &c. 
Q. What benefits do we receive by images ? 
A. Very great, because they movingly represent to 
vs the mysteries of our Saviour^s passion, as also the 
martyrdoms and examples of his samts. 

Q. Is there not some danger of Idolatry in the fre- 
^neot use of images ? 

A. Truly none at all ; for it is not possible that any 
rational man, who is instructed in Christianity, would 
conceive or think a piece of painted wood or marble, is 
that God and man,. Christ Jesus, who was born of the 
Virgin Mary, died on the cross, arose from the dead, 
ascended into heaven, and sits now on the right hand 
of God. 

^ Q. But how, if such inconveniences happen, at least 
i4 * by accident ? 

A. Let the abuse be mended, and not the good insti- 
tution taken away, or blamed; For man's nature is 
subject to hurt itself, even in the best things, which must 
aot therefore be given over. 

Q. How do you prove it lawful to paint God the Fa- 
ther like an old man, seeing he is a pure spirit, and hath 
tto body ? 

A. Because he appeared to the prophet Daniel in the 

Aape of an old man, Dan, 7, but this is to be under- 

ftood, that the pictures we make, are not the proper 

Di:| images of God the Father, but that shape wherein he 

appeared to Daniel- And the like is to be understood 

of the pictures of angels, to wit, that the^ are not proper 

nl| haages of them, according to their spiritual substance, 

hut of the shape they appear in to men. 

Q-. What utility cloth accrue to us is^ out Vouwsriiast 

fMad eaaoaiziog Saints 1 
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A. Very great, seeing it much conduceth to th* 
tation of their virtues, aud the love of God, mak 
know that it is possible even for ourselves, to cc 
the like reward. 

Q. How declare you that ? 

A. Because the higher esteem we have of the 
and the excellency of their state, the more arden 
needs be our desire, and the stronger our courage 
and undertake what they did and practised. 

Q. Is it lawful to honour the angels and saint! 

A. It is with Dulia^ nn inferior honour, propoi 
to their excellency, which they have from God 
God we honour in them. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. First, out of Josxie v. 14, where the angel 
Lord said to Josue, ** I am the prince of the host 
Lord," Josue fell on his face to the ground ; an 
shipping, said, ** What saith my Lord to his sen 

Secondly, out of Apoc- xxii. 8, where John (i 
the angel nad already forbidden him so to do, \ 
of his apostolical dignity, chap xix. 10.) *'fell d 
adore before the feet of the angel, who shew 
these things.'' 

Q. Is it lawful to honour the relics of saints 

A. With a relative honour it is, referriug it 
honour. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. First, because a dead man was raised fr 
to life by touching the bones of Eliseus th 
4 Kings xiii. 21. 

Secondly, out of Matt. ix. 20, 21, where i 
woman was healed of her bloody flux, but I 
the hem of our Saviour's garment, sw^ 
would heal her. 

Thirdly, out of Acts xviii. 19. " The h 
and aprons which 'h^ but touched the bod^ 
cast out devils,. anS^i^red all diseases." 

Q. How prove you that dead and inac 
(for example, medals, crosses, churches, 
and the like) are capable of sancuxy 9iv\d 
A. Fint, out of Joshua iv . 16, ^xid Ex 
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the Angel saith to Moses and Joshua, '* Loose the shoes 
from thy feet, for the ground wJiereon tbuu standest is 
hAj ground." 

Secondly, out of Matt, xxiii. 17, 18, where we read, 
that the temple sanctifieth the gold, and the altar the 
gift. " Ye fools and blind, (saith our Lord,) whether is 
the greater, the gold, or the temple that sanctifieth the 
gold? the gift, or the altar that sanctifieth the gift?" 

Thirdly, out of Tim. iv. 4, 5. *• Every creature of 
Ood is sanctified by the word of Ood and prayer," and 
«ut of S Peter i. 18, wliere he calls the mountain Tabor a 
holy hill, because Christ was transfigured upon it. 

H» How prove you that pilgrimages to holy places, 
^ to mount Calvary, mount Tabor, and the sepulchre 
•of Christ, are laudable and pious practices ? 

A. First, out of Deut. xvi. 16, where God himself 
"Commanded, that thrice a year all the people should 
5ome up iuto Jtrusakm, to adore and make their offer- 
iogs to him. 

Secondly, the exatnple of Christ himself, our blessed 
li&dy, and St. Joseph, ** who went up to Jerusalem, the 
solemn day of the Paschy Luke ii. 41, 42. 

Thirdly, out of Acts i. 27, 28, where the Ethiopian 
ounach, going on a pilgrimage to Jerusalem, was in his 
'^tum converted and baptized by St. Philip, so pleasing 
"W'as his pilgrimage to God. 

Finally, because it was foretold by the prophets, that 
those places which Christ sanctified by his passion should 
be of great pilgrimage and adoration, ** We will adore 
(saith David) in the place where his feet stood," Psalm 
cxxxi. 7. And in Isa. xi. 10, we read, " To him shall 
the Gentiles pray, and his sepulchre shall be glorious." 

Q. How do you prove it lawful to go on pUgrimages 
to the shrines of Saints ? 

A. Because, as you h^ave read already, their relics are 
^ly and venerable things, and God is {leased to work 
great cures and miracles by them for such as are devout 
honourers of them. 

Q. Is there any power now in the church to do mils- 
acJes 1 

A, Then is accordiDg to thai wj^mX^ ^^^^s»»^ ^'^ 
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Christ. ''And these signs shall follow them that bi 
lieve : In my name they shall cast out devils : they ihi 
speak with new tungues : they shall lay their hands a| 
on the sick, and they shall recover.*' Mark xvi. 17. 

Q. Have these things heen done in latter ages? 

A. They have, and are, as you may see in the onqne; 
tioned histories and records of all Catholic countriei 
where many great miracles wrought hy the servants i 
God, especially at pilgrimages and shrines of Saint 
are yearly registered under the depositions of cye-wii 
nesses, men above all exceptions, which cannot be d( 
nied unless we deny all history. 

Q. Why do the pretended reformers say miracles ar 
ceased 1 

A- Because they have never yet been able to do air 
in confirmation of their errors. 

^. Why are so few done hero in our days? 

A. By reason of the incredulity of many bad Chris 
tians. Matt. xili. 58. 

Q. What necessity is there for the belief of miracles 

A. Doubtless very great ; because the belief of mirt 
cles well grounded, make men extremely apprehensiv 
of the presence of God, and his immediate governmei 
of human affairs ; so that he who absolutely denies min 
cles, is to be suspected of not believing particular prof 
dencc, which is the main string on which all Christiani 
depends. 

The Second Commandment Expounded. 

Q. What is the second commaudment ? 

A. Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy G 
in vain. 

Q. W'hat is forbidden by tliis precept ? 

A. AH false, rash, and unnecessary oaths. 

Q. What kind of sins are false and rash oaths? 

A. Mortal sins, if they be voluntary and deliberat 
because by such oaths, we call God to witness a lie ; 
at least to that which is uncertain. 

Q. What are the necessary conditions of a law! 
ifath 1 
A. TnMf that we hurt uoi Go^'* Vw>iwsw\ Jw« 
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A. That Christ may reign iuus m this life by grace, and 
ia the next by glory, preseutiDg us a kingdom to his Fa- 
ther. 

Q. Who say this petition ill ? ^ 

A. Such as are ivilling slaves to sin, and to the devil* ^ 

The Third Petition, 

Q. What is the third petition? ; I -^ 

A. Thy will be done on earth as it is in heaved. ' 1^- 
Q. What do we beg by this ? . I ^ 

A. That God would enable us by his holprraceto |^A- 

keep his commandments, and obey his will in all things- 
Q,. W^hat mean you by the words, on earth as it is is 

heaven ? 
A. We beg by those, that we may be as ready and 

willing to do the will of God on earth, as the blessed 

saints and angels are in heaven. 

The Fourth Petition. 

Q. What is the fourth petition? 

A. Give us this day our daily bread. 

Q. What do >ve beg by this ? 

A. All food and nourishment for our souls and bodiei* 

Q. What is the food of the soul 1 

A. The word of God, the holy saeraments, especial' 
ly the blessed Eucharist, and divine grace. 

Q. How prove you, that by this petition Christ ift' 
tended the blessed bread of the Eucharist ? 

A. Because in Matt, vi. 11, we read **our supenrob' 
stantial bread.*' 

Q. Why b the Eucharist called our daily bread.? 

A. Because it is daily offered for our sins on the al- 
tar, and we ought daily to receive it, at least in spirit 
and desire. 

Q. Who say this petition ill ? 

A. Such as are cold and careless in coming to the 
sacraments, and in hearing divine service, or exhorta- 
tions; and such as ascribe their temper^ goods and 
hlessings to their own industry %Yid^TON\d&i\^«^^^dtuit 
*o anjr special bounty or gift o£ Goi. 
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A. Iq the old law ; when God gave the comma 
ments to Moses, on mount Sinai, written with bis ow^ j 
finger in two tables of stone, Exod. xx. 1, &€. xxxi. 1^ 

Q,. Why was the Jewish Sabbath changed into tb^ 
Sunday ? 

A. Because Christ was bom upon a Sunday, nne 
from the dead upon a Sunday, and sent down the Holy 
Ghost upon a Sunday : works not inferior to the crea- 
tion of the world. 

Q. By whom was it changed ? 

A. By the Governors of the Church, the Apostlest 
who also k6pt it; for St. John was in Spirit on the 
Lord's Day, (which was Sunday.) Apoc. i. 10. 

Q. How prove you that the Church hath power to 
command feasts and holydays ? 

A. By the very act of changing the sabbath into Sun-' 
day, which Protestants allow of; and therefore they 
fondly contradict themselves, by keeping Sunday strict- 
ly, and breaking most other feasts commanded by the 
same Church. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Because by keeping Sunday, thoy acknowledge 
the Church's power to ordain feasts, and to command 
them under sin : and by not keeping the rest by her com' 
manded, they again deny, in fact, the same power. 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Out of John X. 22, where we read that Christ 
himself was present, and kept the Dedication of ths 
temple in Jerusalem, a feast ordained by Judas Macca^ 
baus, 1 Mace. iv. 59. 

And out of Acts ii. 1, 4, where the Apostles, keeping 
the feast of Pentecost, ** were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost." Neither do Protestants as yet differ from this« 
though some have lately prohibited and profaned botti 
it and the holy feast of the Resurrection, and all the 
other feasts of the Church. 

Q. What commandment have you from God for obe- 
dience to the Church in things of this nature ? 

A. Out of Actsxv, 41, where we read that ** St. Pant 

went about confirming the Chvwches, aud commanding- 

XAeia to keep the precepts of tbe \^o%^i<^% ^vA >^ ^aoc 
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eients." And out of Luke x. 16. *• lie that heareth 
yoQ, heareth me ; and he that despise th you (the Church) 
<tespi8eth ine." 
Q.May temporal princes and thelaitymakeaholyday? 
A. With consent and approbation of the Church, they 
may, otherwise not; because this is an act of spiritual 
jurisdiction. 
Q. For what end doth the Church ordain holydays? 
K A. For the increase of piety, and the memory of spe- 
^ cial benefits received from God. 

J Q. If keeping the Sunday be a church precept, why 
I is it numbered in the decalogue, which are the Com- 
I oiandments of God, and the Law of Nature ? 

A. Because the substance or chief part of it, namely, 
*'That a day be set apart for the service of God," is of 
Divine Right, and of the Law of Nature ; though the 
^determinating this particular day, Sunday rather than 
Saturday, be a Church ordinance and precept.

^e are not bound to keep Saturday. 
Q. Why so, I pray you ? 
A. Because that particular day was a command of 
^Qe ceremonial law of the Jews, which was abrogated, 
^*id ceased to oblige after the death of Christ. 
Q. To what are we obliged by this precept? 
-A. To spend the Sunday in prayer and divine service. 
Q. What is the best means to sanctify the Sunday ? 
-A. By hearing mass, confessing our sins, communi- 
cating, hearing sermons, and reading good books. 
Q. What is forbidden by this precept ? 
A. All profane employments, and servile labours, ox- 
^^pting such as are of necessity, as dressing meat, serv- 
^^i; cattle, &c. or such as appertain to piety and works 
^f mercy* 

Q. Who break this commandment? 
A. Such as without necessity spewd am^ <:Q\issA^\''5Js^Kk 
pBrtof the Sunday in servile labours* 
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« 

Q. Who say this petition ill ? ^ 
A. They who commit their eyUs^belbn. Qod, and 
multiply their sins without remorse. *'j^' ^ > 

CHAP. VI. >' 

T^f Hail Mary^ or AftgtUcal Salutation. 

a. What is the Hail Marv ^> 

A. It is a most honourable salutation to the blessed 
Virgin Mary, and prayer to her. 

Q. How do you prove it lawful to honour her ? 

A. Out of Luke i. 48, where (by inspirations from 
God) she prophesied, laying, ** All generations shall call 
me blessed.*' 

Q. How many parts hath the Hail Mary ? 

A. It hath three parts. 

Q. What is the first part ? 

A. Hail Mary, full of grace, the I^rd is with thee. 

Q. Who made this part? 

A. The Holy Ghost, though it was delivered by the 
aagel Gabriel, Luke i. 28. 

Q. What signifies the word Hail ? 

A. It signifies, Rejoice or be glad, O Mother of God. 

Q. Why do we invite her by this prayer to rejoice ? 

A. Because it renews the memory of her blessed Son's 
conception, which is an infinite cause of joy to her and 
the whole court of heaven. 

Q. What signifies the word Mary 1 

A. It signifies star of the sea. 

Q,. Why is she properly called the star of the sea? 

A. Because she shines on us by her exemplary virtue 
io this sea of miseries, like a most glorious star. 

Q. What mean you by the words, full of grace ? 

A. I mean that the Blessed Virgin hath a special ful- 
les^and prerogative of grace for the conception of her 
$on. 

Q. What means, The Lord is with thee ? 

A, It means that the whole Tr'mifJ yi^ ^V^YkMt %^ 
w time ip jBL particaiar manner.. 
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THE SECOND TABLE OF THE LAW. 

The Fourth Comm>andment Expounded. 

Q. What is the fourth commandment? 

A. Honour thy father and mother. 

Q. What are we commanded by this precept? 

A. To love, reverence, obey, and relieve our parents 
in their wants. 

Q. Why to love them ? 

A. Because, under God they are the chief causes of 
our very life and being ; and do not only bring us forth 
vith much grief and pain, but bring us up with much 
love, labour, and solicitude. 

Q. How are we bound to reverence them ? 

A. Not only inwardly in our heart, but also outward- 
ly in our carriage and comportment. 

Q. Why to obey them ? 

A. Because they are God's vicegerents, and have re- 
eeived power from him (from whom is all paternity in 
beaven and earth) both to direct us, instruct us, and cor- 
rect us. 

Q. In what things are we bound to obey our parents ? 

A. In all that is not sin. according to that, ** Children 
obey your parents in allthiijgs, for that is pleasing unto 
God." CoL iii. 20. 

Q. What is prohibited by this precept ? 

A. All sourness, stubbornness, and disobedience to- 
parents. 
. Q. What is the reward of dutiful children ? 

A. Long and happy life ; ** The blessing of heaven 
comes upon them, and remains to the end of their days." 
SecL iii. 10. 

Q. What is the reward of undutiful children? 
^ A. A short and sinful life, accompanied with an un- 
timely death : witness the example oi Absalom, 2 King$^ 
▼iii. 14. «- 

Q. What other proof have you ? 
A. That of Prov. xxx. 17. ** The eye that mocketh 
at his father, and that despiseth th^ttVi^VlQ^ Viv^xsv^xJckSK 
iff beanng biaif Jet the ravens ot iVie XwtetuX.'^v^'^^'^ 
uid the young of the eagle eat U."

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Q. What sigoifies the word Father ? 

A. Itsiguifies not only our corporal parents, bu 
our Ghostly Father, and all lawful superiors. 

Q. What owe we to the Ghostly Father? 

A. Love, reverence, obedience, and maintenanc 

Q. Why love ? 

A. Because they are the fathers and feeders of our 
and under God and his saints, the instrumental can 
our spiritual good : '* For in Christ Jesus I have be| 
you torough the gospel," (saith St. Paul.) 1 Cor, iv 

Q. Why reverence ? 

A. Because they are God*s anointed, and repi 
the person -of Christ. 

Q, Why obedience ? 

A. Because God hath appointed them to be our : 
ual pastors, guides, and governors. 

Q. In what are we bound to obey them ? 

A. In all things belonging to faith, doctrine, an 
government of our souls. 

Q. Is any great honour due to priests and ghos 
thers? 

A. There is, according to that of St. Paul, 
the priests who rule well be esteemed worthy of 
honour; ^specially they who labour in the word a 
trine." 1 Tim. v. 17. 

Q. Have you any other place ? 

A. Yes, Ecch, vii. 13, 32, 33, " With all thy 
our Lord and reverence his priests, with all thy 
love them that made thee and forsake not h'u 
honour God with all thy soul, and honour the 
And the reason is, for if we owe love, honour, 
dience to our carnal parents, much more to « 
ual, by how much the soul surpasseth the boc' 
as there is none greater thatfpriests, who arc 
ed to shut and open the gates of heaven, as a 
vert the substance of bread and wine, int 
precious body and blood of our blessed Sav 
person is greater honour due, than to them 
nate Christ himself, so that he who despise 
jtpiaeth Chrht himself, and tVie d\ate%^t<\ q^ 
^rJ£^ia of impiety, * 
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Q. How may we sin against priests and ghostly fa- 
thers? 

A. By disobeying or detracting them, or believing 
slanderous reports against them, upon mere hearsay, 
' or the testimony of insufficient witnesses, or without 
illnesses. 
I Q' What testimony is sufficient against a priest? 

A. I will tell you out of St. PauPs mouth : •* Against 
a priest (saith he to Timoiky the bishop of E'pkesus) 
feceive not an accusation under two or three witnesses." 
1 Tim. V. 19, and 21, ** I charge thee before God, and 
Christ Jesus, and the elect angels, that thoH observe 
these things without prejudice, doing nothing by declin- 
ing to either side.'* 

Q. Is it convenient to ask a blessing of priests ? 

A. It is, because they give it in the name and persoa 
of Christ. 

Q. What warrant have you for it? 

A. First out of Mark 14, 16, where "Christ laying 
lus hands upon the children, blessed them." . 

Secondly, the example of Melchisedech blessing Ahra-- 
j W; upon which St. Paul saith, "without all contra- 
. (Kction, that which is less, is blessed of the better." 
fiei. vii. 7. 

Q. What scripture have you for obedience to priests ? 

A. Htb, xiii. u. ** Obey your prelates, and be sub- 
ject to them ; for they watch, as being to render an ac- 
count for your souls."" And in the old law, disobe- 
^ence to the priests was punished with death, Dtut. 
ivii. 12. 

Q. In what are w^ound under sin to obey princes 
^. temporal magistrates ? 

A. In all things (which are not sin) belonging to the 
Sood and peace of the commonwealth. 

Q,. How prove you that ? 

A. First, out of Rom, xiii. 1. "Let every soul be 
■object to the higher powers, for there is no power but 
of God : he therefore that resists power, resists the or- 
(tinance of God." 

Secondly, out of 1 Pet. ii. 13, 14. ^^'Be ^^ %j^^wx 
J^ereij creature for God, whether Xo liJafc Vwx^ ^ ^^-

say, I love God, and bateth his brother, he is a liar.' 1 
John, iv. 20. 
Q. Are we aot also bound to love our enemies ? 
A. We are, according to that, ** It was said of old, Thou 
sbalt not kill : but I say unto you. Love your enemies.*' 
Matt. y. 43, 44. 

Q. What kind of love are we bound to show to our 
enemies ? 

A. We are bound to . use a civil Ijfehaviour towards 
tbem, to pray for them in general, an^ to be disposed to 
do aay charitable office for them w^hen their necessity 
require it. 
Q. What is the highest act of charity ? 
A. To give our life for God's honour, and the salva- 
vation of our neighbour. 

Q. Why is charity the greatest and most excellent of 
virtues ? 

^ A. Because it is the life of all the rest, " Faith with- 
* out charity is dead." Janvesiu 26. 
^- Q. What state of life do we conceive to be of greatest 

perfection ? 
" ^ A. That which of its own nature and proper institu- 
tion obligeth to tbe highest and greatest charity, for 
ebarity is perfection, and such is the state not only of 
^hops, but also, as many probably think, of pastors 
who have the charge of souls. 
Q. How prove you that? 
^ A. Out of 1 John XV. 13 ; " Greater charity than this 
1H> man hath, that a man yield his life for his friends," 
which is the proper obligation of every parish priest, ac- 
eording to that, *' The good pastor giveth his life for his 
•beep," John x. 12. 
Q. How prove you the necessity of charity ? 
A. Out of John iv, 16. *' He that remains in charity, 
°^ femains in God, and God in him," and chap. iii. ver. 14, 
*'He that loves not, remains in death." 
Q. What are the effects of charity ? 
A. It destroys sin. ** Charity covers a multitude of 
sins," James v. 20, and gives spiritual life to the soul. 
*'Iu this we know that we are traualaled lt^\ft. ^^^>Jcl\^ 
^, because we love the brelhreu." 1 Jolwim*\^- 
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^y one strike thee on the right cheek, turn to him also 
the other." 

Q. What else is forhidden by this precept ? 

A. To seek, wish, or desire our own, or any other 
inan*s death, out of impatience or passion, or to cause 
women with child to miscarry. 

Tlie Sixth Commandment Expounded. 

Q,. What is the sixth commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

Q,. What is prohibited by this precept ? 

A. All carnal sin with another man*s wife, or ano- 
ther woman^s husband, and chiefly adultery ; as abo 
foniication and pollution. 

Q,. How prove you fornication and pollution to be 
mortal sins f 

A. Out of Col iii. 5, 6. " Mortify, therefore, (saith St 
Paul,) your members, which are upon the earth : for- 
nication, uncleanness, lust, evil concupiscence, and cov- 
etousDess, which is the service of idols : for which things 
. the wrath of God cometh upon the children of unbelief." 

Q- In what case is it lawful for a man to dismiss his wife? 

A. Only in case of evident adultery. 

Q. Cau he that hath so dismissed his wife, marry 
another during her life ? 

A. He cannot ; for " he that dismisseth his wife and 
marries another, committeth adultery," Matt, v. 32. 
And Luke xvi. 18. " He that marries her, that is so dis- 
missed, commits adultery." 

Q. Why is adultery a far greater sin than fornication ? 
wV. Because it is a greater injury to our innocent 
^i^bbour, as also to the sacrament of matrimony. 

Q. How prove you that a wife 80 dismissed from her 
husbaud, cannot maiTy again during her husband's life ? 

A. Out of 1 Cor. vii. 10, 11. "But to them, that are 
married, not I, but the Lord commandeth, that the wife 
<lepart not from her husband : and if she depart, that 
«he remain unmarried." And ver. 39. " A woman is 
bound to the law, so long as her husband Uvethi; hmvC 
ier husband sleep (that is bedeaid) a\»*\i ^\isi«^'^>>^' 
Mr marry whom she will-** 
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Of the Commandments in general, 4^ 

tlbilides under pain of eternal damuatton, as he doth 
the keeping his commandments. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. First out of Exod, xx. and Deut. xxviii. 15. where 
be often commands them to be kept, threatening griev- 
L ons punishments to such as break them. 

Secondly, out of Matt. v. 19. " Whosoever, there- 
fore, shall break one of these least commandments, and 
chall teach men so, he shall be called the least in the 
kingdom of heaven : but whosoever shall do and teach, 
the same shall be called great in the kingdom of heaven." 

Thirdly, out of Matt. xi. 29, 30. " Tak« up my 
yoke upon you (saith our Lord) for ray yoke is sweet, 
and my burthen light." Aud again, 1 John v. 3. ** His 
commandments are not heavy.*' 

Q. Hath God ever promised to enable man to keep 
them? 

A. He hath, and also actually to make them keep 
and do them. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out 01 Ezek. xxxvi. 27. ** I will put ray spirit in 
the middle of you, (saith our Lord) and I will make ye 
walk in my precepts, and keep ray judgments and do 
them." 

And again, chap, xxxvii. 23, 24. ** They shall be 
my people, and I will be their God : there shall be one 
pastor of them all, they shall walk in ray judgments and 
Keep my commandments and do them." 

Q. now do you prove that any have kept them ? 

A. Out of Luke i. 6. ** Zachary and Elizabeth were 
both just before God : walking in all the commandments 
and justifications of our Lord without reproof. 

Q. How prove you the keeping them to be necessary 
to salvation ? 

. A. First, out of Matt. xix. 17. "If thou wilt enter 
Uito life (saith our LoC^ keep the commandments." 

Secondly, out of Luke x. 25, 28, where the lawyer 
Ijad asked, what he should do to possess everlasting 
Hfe, and had repeated the sum of the commaud\xvfiiCk^\ 
^hrist answered him saying, "Do xVv\s, ^.w^^'Qi^a.^^N. 
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Tht Eighth Commandmenf Expounded. GS 

Q. What is usury ? 
r^Aiia^ A. It is to receive, or to hope for some money oi 
money's worth, as gain, above the principal, immedi- 
ately out of the consideration of loan. 
2Bi]| Q. How prove you usury and bribery to be great sins ] 
A. Out of Psalm xiv. 1,6. ** O Lord, who shall dwel 
in thy tabernacle, or who shall rest in thy holy moun- 
s. vriS taia? He that hath not given his money to use, noi 
■ taken bribes upon the innocent man.*' And from Ezek 
xxii. 12. ** Thou hast taken usury and increase, and hasi 
ormar| covetously oppressed thy neighbours. I will disperse 
uchaii ^^ in the nations, and will scatter thee among the 
all poai countries." Likewise from Luke vi. 35, where the Lord 
says, ** Do good and lend, hoping for nothing thereby." 
See on this the Catechism of the holy council of Trent 
Q. How are rich men soonest brought to beggary ? 
A. Bj mingling other men's goods among their own. 
Q. How do men generally sin against this precept ? 
A. Princes, by imposing unjust taxes on their sub- 
jects ; subjects, by not paying their due taxes to their 
princes : buyers and sellers, by deceitful weight and 
Aeasure, or by exceeding the just prices : masters, by 
'^} ^^ defrauding servants of their wages : and servants, by 
hich !5 J embezzling their masters' goods. *' And that no man 
»at wlisi over-reach or deceive his brother in business ; because 
?aJiDg I the Lord is the avenger of all such things, as we have 
told you before, and have testified." 1 Thtss. iv. 6. 

7%c Eighth Commandment Erpounded. 

Q. What is the eighth commandment. 
A. Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy 
't^lhbour. 

^ What is prohibited by this precept ? 

A. All false testimonies, rash judgment, and lies. 

Q. Why is false testimony so great a sin ? 

A. Because it is against the justice of God, and our 

^ Q. How prove you that corrupt judgment is a great 

A. Ojit of Isai. y. 22, 23, 24. '^"WoXi^ \^ ^WJ. ^v 
^^ evil good, that justify the impious mwiiw \yc^ 
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A. Out of Luke xvil. 23, 24, where Christ forbids it, 
Uying, **• And they Bhail sny to you, Lo ! here Christ, Lo ! 
there Christ ; go ye not, neither do you follow them." 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Out of Tit. iii. 10, 11. ** A man that is a heretic, 
after the first and secoud admonition, avoid, knowing 
that he that is such an one is subverted and sinneth." 

(i. How do you prove it unlawful to go to witches 
1^ fortune-tellers ? 

A. Out o( DeuL xviii. 10, 11. ** There shall not bo 
found among you any one that shall expiate his son or 
ilanghter makmg them to pass through the fire, or that 
ttseto divination, or any observer of times, or enchanter, 
or witch, or a charmer, or a wizard, or necromancer, 
&c. For all these things our Lord abhorreth." 

Q. What understand you by these words. Thou shalt 
Bot make to thyself any graven thing, &c. Thou shalt 
not adore them, &c. 

A. I -understand that we must not make idols or 
images, nor any graven thing whatsoever, to adore It 
as a god, or with 6od*s honour. 

Q. Why are not these words expressed at leng^ in 
ouuiy of our short catechisms ? 

A. Because they are sufficiently included in the pre- 
ceding words, *'Thou shalt not have strange (or other) 
gods before me.*' 

Q,. How declare yon that ? 

A. Because if we must have no ollher but the only 
^e God, who created heaven and earth, then it is clear 
to the reason of every child, that we must not have 
many gods, or any graveu things for gods, or adore any 
other things for God. 

Q- Why do Protestants or those of new religions, in- 
tead of graven things, translate graven images ? 

A. Because they have a will to corrupt the text, in 
hope by so doiug to persuade ignoraut people, that Ca- 
Colics are idolaters, and break the first commandment 
oy making and worshipping images. 
» Q.. How do you prove they corrupt the text ? 

A. Because the Hebrew woi'd va Peael, \^^D[\Oo.^^v^>5aw^ 
^ gmvea thing, the Greek w Idolou, ^n W^^ ^mA ^^

Latin is Sculptile, a graven thiug ; therefore the worJ 
Image is a mere corruption. 

Q. Is it lawful then to give any honour to the ima^ 
of Christ and his saints ? 

A. Yes, an inferior or relative honour, as much as 
they represent unto us heavenly things, but not God's 
honour, nor yet the honour due to saints. / 

Q. How prove you that ? t 



A. Out of Exod, XXV. 18, 19, 22, where God himself 
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commauded *' two cherubims to be made of beaten gold, 
and to be set on both sides of the ark (before which the 
people were to pray) and promised that he would speak 
unto them from the middle of the cherubims ;'* there- 
fore it is lawful to make images and pray before them* 

Q. Do not Catholics pray to images and relics? 

A. By no means ; we pray before them, indeed, t^W- 
cite our devotion, and to keep our thoughts collected 
upon heavenly subjects; but we do not, at all, pray to 
toe^i : for we know well they can neither see, nor hear, 
nor help us. 

^. What other proof have you for the lawful use of 
images? 

A. First, out of John iii. 14, where Christ approves 
the making and exalting the brazen serpent, by which 
the Israelites were healed in the desert, and owns it to 
be an image or figure of himself, exalted on the cross. 

Secondly, because we read in Baronius, that famous 
church historian, in the year of Christ, 31, that Christ 
himself sent his own image to king Ahdagar^ and mado 
it also by the miracle on the handkerchief of St. Ferofi^ 
ica, and on his own shroud. 

Add to this, that the second Nicene council. Actio 4- 
anathematizes image-breakers, that is such as shall break 
them in contempt or scorn, and all such as allege th^ 
places in scripture, which are against idols, are against 
the sacred images ; and also those who say that Ca* 
tholics honour images as God, with sovereign honour. 

Q. How could you farther satisfy a Protestant, tha^ 
should charge you with idolatry, in giving sovereign 
honour to pictures and images 1 
A> I would for satisfaction hereVn, \i Tvftt«a^«r^ ^\sw^8► 
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t crucifix, or tear a picture of Jesits Christ in pieces, aud 
throw the pieces into the fire ; and would show him the 
cooDcil of Trent, Sess. 25, which teaches thus, " Images 
are oot to be venerated for any virtue of divinity that is 
believed to be in them, or for any trust or confidence 
that is to be put in them, as the Gentiles did of old, who 
reposed their hope aud trust in their idols ; but because 
the honour that is exhibited to them, is referred to the 
prototypes represented by them," &c. 

Q. What benefits do we receive by images ? 

A. Very great, because they movingly represent to 
vs the mysteries of our Saviour^s passion, as also the 
martyrdoms and examples of his samts. 

Q. Is there not some danger of Idolati*y in the fre- 
^Qeot use of images ? 

A. Truly none at all ; for it is not possible that any 
« I ntional man, who is instructed in Christianity, would 
f] > conceive or think a piece of painted wood or marble, is 
that God and man,. Christ Jesus, who was born of the 
Virgin Mary, died on the cross, arose from the dead, 
aiceDded into heaven, and sits now on the right hand 
of God. 

Q. But how, if such inconveniences happen, at least 
hy accident ? 

A. Let the abuse be mended, and not the good insti- 
tution taken away, or blamed; For man's nature is 
subject to hurt itself, even in the best things, which must 
iM)t therefore be given over. 

Q. How do you prove it lawful to paint God the Fa- 
ther like an old man, seeing he is a pure spirit, and hath 
•obpdy? 

A. Because he appeared to the prophet Daniel in the 
^pe of an old man, Dan. 7, but this is to be under- 
•tood, that the pictures we make, are not the proper 
images of God the Father, but that shape wherein he 
Appeared to Daniel And the like is to be understood 
of the pictures of angels, to wit, that they are not proper 
images of them, according to their spiritual substance, 
^iit of the shape thev appear in to men. 

Q. What utiUty cfoth accrue to us ^^ out WQLO\)XVfi% 
ii *ad eaaoaizing Saints ? 
' 5* 
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A. Very great, seeiii|; it much conduceth to the ii 
tation of their virtues, vid the love of Grod, making 
know that it is possible even for ourselves, to come 
the like reward. 

Q. How declare you that ? 

A. Because the higher esteem we have of the sain 
and the excellency of their state, the more ardent mi 
needs be our desire, aud the stronger our courage, t04 
and undertake what they did and practised. 

Q. Is it lawful to honour the angels and saints ? 

A. It is with Dulia, an inferior honour, proportioni 
to their excellency, which they have from God ; it 
God we honour in them. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. First, out of Josue v. 14, where the angel of tl 
[iOrd said to Josue, ** I am the prince of the host of o 
Lord,*' Josue fell on his face to the ground ; and wd 
shipping, said, *^ What saith my Lord to his servant' 

Secondly, out of Apoc- xxii. 8, where John (thouj 
the angel had already forbidden him so to do, becatt 
of his apostolical dignity, chap xix. 10.) *' fell down 
adore before the feet of the augel, who shewed hi 
these things.'' 

Q. Is it lawful to honour the relics of saints ? 

A. With a relative honour it is, referring it to Go< 
honour. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. First, because a dead man was raised from def 
to life by touching the bones of Eliseics the proph 
4 Kings xiii. 21. 

Secondly, out of Matt. ix. 20, 21, where we read 1 
woman was healed of her bloody flux,.^t by touchi 
the hem of our Saviour's garment, ^l^lSMleving 
would heal her. %//',»:' 

Thirdly, out of Acts xviii. 19. " The handkerchi 
and aprons which/had but touched the body of St. Pc 
cast out devils,, ^Ua^^red all diseases." 

Q. How prove you that dead and inanimate thin 
(for example* medals, crosses, churches, bread, wai 
.and the like) are capable of sanctity and honour?. 

A. jPiijjt, out of /^fcua W. 16, ^iidExod/\Cv.^,^>i 
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he Angel saith to Moses and Joshua, *' Loose the shoes 
h»m thy feet, for the ground wliereon thuu standest b 
Mj ground." 

Secondly, out of Matt, xxiii. 17, 18, where we read, 
that the temple sanctifieth the gold, and the altar the 
pft. *' Ye fools and blind, (saith our Lord,) whether is 
ibo greater, the gold, or the temple that sanctifieth the 
sold? the gift, or the altar that sanctifieth the gift?" 

Thirdly, out of Tim. iv. 4, 5. ** Every creature of 
Crod is sanctified by the word of God and prayer," and 
ontofS Peter i. 18, where he calls the mountain Tabor a 
holy hill, because Christ was transfigured upon it. 

4i. How prove you that pilgrimages to holy places, 
B8 to mount Calvary, mount Tahor, and the sepulchre 
of Christ, are laudable and pious practices ?

^tom converted and baptized by St. Philip, so pleasing 
was his pilgrimage to God. 

Finally, because it was foretold by the prophets, that 
^ose places which C^m^ sanctified by his passion should 
)e of great pilgrimage and adoration, "We will adore 
saith David) in the place where his feet stood," Psalm 
JXxxi. 7. Aiid in Isa. xi. 10, we read, " To him shall 
he Gentiles pray, and his sepulchre shall be glorious." 

Q. How do you prove it lawful to go on pilgrimages 
Q the shrines of Saints? 

A. Because, as you h^ave read already, their relics are 
loly and venerable things, and God is pleased to work 
Teat cures and miracles by them for such as are devout 
lonourers of them. 

Q. Is there any power now in the church to do mir- 
des? 
A. Then ia according to thai uoVxfXkvt^ ^to^nsAA ^V

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Q. What ground have you for that ? 

A. Out of Act€ xiii. 2, 3, *^ And as they (the apostleft)'

Q. Why abstinence on Fridays ? 

A. In memory that Christ suffered for us upon aFri-' 
day ; drinking gall and vinegar on the cross ; but espe- 
cially by custom, which is as gdod as law. 

Q. Why abstiuence on Saturdays ? 

A. To prepare ourselves for a devout keeping of the 
Sunday, as also in honour of the blessed Virgin Mary, 
who stood firm in faith on that day, the apostles them'-' 
selves wavering. 

7^ Third Precept of the Church Expounded. 

Q. What is the third commandment of the church 1 
A. To confess our sins at least once a year. 
Q. Why was that commanded ? 

. A. Because otherwise, libertines would not have done 

it once in many years. 

The Fourth Precept of the Church Expounded. 

Q. What is the fourth ? 

A. To receive the blessed Sacrament at least once a 
year, and that at Easter, or thereabouts. 

Q. Why at Easter 1 

A. Because Christ instituted the blessed Sacrament 
- df the Eucharist at his last supper, the Thursday before 
Kaster day. 

Q. Why is it said, or thereabouts ? 

A. Because it will satisfy the prebept, if it be done at 
any time between Palm Sunday and Low-Sunday. 

The Fifth Precept of the Church Expounded.

Q. How many counsels are there? 

A. There be tnree principal ones. 

Q. What is the first of them ? 

A. Voluntary poverty, which is observed by w 
leaving all things to follow Christ. 

Q. How prove you that to be a work of perfe 

A. Out of Matt, xix. 21. "If thou wilt be ] 
go, sell what thou hast, and give to the poor, ai 
shalthave treasure in heaven, and come and foUo^ 

Q. How prove you this to be meritorious ? 

A. Out of the same chap. veT.^^^^^. ^ 
Meter, answering, said tolum; 'BtJhoX^^'^^Xi*:^ 
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Aiags, and have followed thee : what, therefore, shall 
we have ? And Jesus said to them : Amen I say to you, 
that you, who have followed me, in the regeneration, 
when theSon of man shall sit on the seat of ms majesty, 
you also shall sit on twelve seats judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel. And every one that hath left house, or 
brethren, or sisters, or father, or mother, or wifp, or 
lands for my name's sake, shall receive a hundred-fold, 
and shall possess life everlastuog." 

Slie Second Counsel, 

Q. What is the second counsel ? 

A. Perpetual chastity; which is a voluntary abstain- 
ing from marriage, and all carnal pleasures, for the love 
of God. 

Q. Is this also a work of perfection ? 

A. It is, for Christ himself was bom of a virgin, and 
coanselled virginity, though he commanded it not. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out of Matt. xix. 12. ** There be eunuchs, (said 
he,) which have made themselves so for the kingdom of 
heaven ; he that can take let him take." 

Q. How prove you that virginity is a more perfect 
•tate than marriage, or that it is lawful to vow virginity ? 

A. Out of 1 Cor. vii. 37, 38. " He that hath deter- 
^ mined in his heart, being settled, not having any neces- 
•ity, but having power of his own will to keep his virgin, 
doth well ; therefore he that joineth his virgin in mar- 
riage doth well, but he that joineth her not, doth better.*' 

Q. What other proof have you? 

A. Out of I Tim. v. 5. *' But she that is a widow 
indeed, (that is, a vowed widow,) and desolate, let her 
hope in Gad, ^and continue in prayer and supplications 
night and day." And ver. 11,1^. ** But the younger widr 
owa avoid, for they, when they shall be wanton in Christ, 
will marry, having damnation, because they have made 
▼Old their first faith, that is, their vow of chastity, ac- 
cording 'to the fourth council of Carthage, Canon 104, 
and all the Fathers." 

Q« Who was the first that taugbt mMT\^^\»\^^\i^>^^ 
iftio virgiaity, and persuaded prieata ^adxkJMaaX^\»»«?i^ 
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eients." And out of Luke x. 16. *' He that heareth 
you, heareth me ; and he thatdespiseth you (the Church) 
despiseth me." 

Q. May temporal princes and thelaity make a holyday ? 

A. With consent and approbation of the Church, they 
may, otherwise not; because this is an act of spiritual 
iurisdictiou. 

Q. For what end doth the Church ordain holydays? 

A. For the increase of piety, and the memory of spe> 
2ial benefits received from God. 

Q. If keeping the Sunday be a church precept, why 
fit numbered in the decalogue, which are the Com- 
nandments of God, and the Law of Nature? 

A. Because the substance or chief part of it, namely, 
'That a day be set apart for the service of God," is of 
Divine Right, and of the Law of Nature ; though the 
ieterminating this particular day, Sunday rather than 
Saturday, be a Church ordinance and precept* 
^ Q. Did not Christy when he confirmed the rest, con- 
irm also this commandment? 

A. In as much as it belougeth to the law of nature, 
le did : but not as it belonged to the ceremonial law of 
•he JewSy and was afiixed to Saturday, therefore, now 
"ve are not bound to keep Saturday. 

Q. Why so, I pray you? 

A. Because that particular day was a command of 
he ceremonial law of the Jews, which was abrogated, 
uid ceased to oblige after the death of Christ. 

Q. To what are we obliged by this precept ? 

A. To spend the Sunday in prayer And divine service. 

Q. What is the best means to sanctify the Sunday ? 

A. By hearing mass, confessing our sins, commuiii- 
•&ting, hearing sermons, and reading good books. 

Q. What is forbidden by this precept? 

A. All profane employments, and servile labours, ex- 
cepting such as are of necessity, as dressing meat, serv- 
Qg cattle, &c. or such as appertain to piety and works 
»/ mercy. 

Q. Who break this commandment? 

A. Such as without necessity spend am^ cQ\ii\\^t'iais5s& 
vtof the Sunday in servile labours. 
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A. To be eonfirmed in our strength and growth, with- 

(t which we can never be made men : to this answers 
eodfirmation, by which we are made strong and perfect 
Christians, able to profess our faith before our enemies. 

Q. What is our third corporal necessity? 

A. That (being now made men) we mive a compe- 
tence of daily food and sustenance : to which the blessed 
Eneharist corresponds, by which our soub are fed with 
cUvine grace as often as we worthily receive it, or offer 
it with the priest on the altar. 

Q. What is the fourth necessity of the body? 

A. That we have physic when we are sick and 
wounded : to this the sacrament of penance answers ; 
by which our maladies and sores of sin are healed. 

Q. What is our fifth necessity of the body ? 

A. That we have the necessary helps against the 
agonizing pangs of death; to this corresponck extreme 
unction, by wmch our soul is strengthened in her last 
agony, against the violent assaults of the devil. 
I Q. What is the sixth corporal necessity ? 

A. " That we be governed by laws and magistrates, 
80 to avoid injustice and confusion:" to this Holy Order 
corresponds, by which we are provided with spiritual 
inagistrates to guide and govern us. 

Q. What is the seventh corporal necessity? 

A. That we be multiplied m a lawful manner ; and 
to this matrimony corresponds, by which we are not only 
multiplied in a natural, but in a holy and sacramental 

Q. What is a Sacrament in general? 

A. It is a visible sign of invisible ^race, divinely insti- 
itituted by Christ, for our sanctification. 

Q. How prove you that Christ ordained them all? 

A. Because it is not in the power of any pure creature 
to give infallible virtue, causing grace, to sensible and 
material things, such as the sacraments are; according, 
to the council of Trent, Sess. 7. Can\ 1. 

Q. From what have the Sacraments their force and 

efficacy?

A. Truly I think they would slight the mission of the 
Holy Ghost, (for this Sacrament is a continuance of that 
mission unto us) and would be great enemies of Chris- 
tianity. 

Q. What sin is it not to receive it, when we may 
conveniently have it? 

A. Mortal sin, if it be done out of contempt, or any 
gross neglect, especially in a place of persecution. 

Q. How prove you'that? 

A. Because by so doing we expose ourselves to great 
d&nger of denymg our faith, against which danger, it 
Was peculiarly ordained by Christ our Lord. 

Q. At what age is confirmation now commonly re-^ 
eeived? 

A. At seven years old. 

Q. Why not sooner ?

Q. What warrant have you for that ? 

A. First the example of Christ himself, who was c 
4ient to our Lady and St. Joseph, *^ And he went d( 
with them, and came to Nazareth, and was subjec 
them.*' Luke ii. 51. 

Secondly, Heh, xiii. 17. "Obey your prelates, am 
subject to them ; for they watch, being to render ao 
fiount for your souls.*'

,Q. How many Sacraments are there? 

A. Seven. 

Q. How call you them 1 

A. Baptism, Confirmation, Eucharist, Penance, 
treme Unction, Holy Order, and Matrimony. See 
Council of Trent, Sess. 7. Can. 1. 

Q. Is there any cause why the number of Sacram 
should be seven ? 

A. Yes ; a probable cause is the proportion ivhic 
between spiritual and corporal life. 

Q,. In what consists this proportion ? 

A. In this ; that as in corporal and natural life, tl 
be seven principal or chief necessities, so are there 1 
wise seven spiritual, to which the seven Sacram 
correspond. 

Q,. What is our first corporal necessity ? 

A. To be born into this world : to this baptism cor 
ponds, by which we are regenerated unto God, and i 
the bein of God and co-he'\va o? CVavsi. 
^. What is the second coTpoxa\iiWi^«ssvv^\ 
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A. To be confirmed in our strength and growth, with- 
Wt which we can never be made men : to this answers 
conffirmation, by which we are made strong and perfect 
Christians, able to profess our faith before our enemies. 

Q. What is our third corporal necessity ? 

A. That (being now made men) we liave a compe- 
tence of daily food and sustenance : to which the blessed 
£ueharist corresponds, by which our soub are fed with 
divine grace as often as we worthily receive it, or offer 
it with the priest on the altar. 

Q. What is the fourth necessity of the body ? 

A. That we have physic when we are sick and 
i¥ounded : to this the sacrament of penance answers ; 
by which our maladies and sores of sin are healed. 

Q. What is our fifth necessity of the body? 

A. That we have the necessary helps against the 
agonizing pangs of death; to this corresponds extreme 
unction, by which our soul is strengthened in her last 
agony, against the violent assaults of the devil. 

Q. What is the sixth corporal necessity ? 

A. ** That we be governed by laws and magistrates, 
so to avoid injustice and confusion :*' to this Holy Order 
corresponds, by which we are provided with spiritual 
msigistrates to guide and govern us. 

Q. What is the seventh corporal necessity? 

A. That we be multiplied m a lawful manner ; and 
to this matrimony corresponds, by which we are not only 
multiplied in a natural, but in a holy and sacramental 
way. 
^ Q. What is a Sacrament in general? 

A. It is a visible sign of invisible ^race, divinely insti- 
stituted by Christ, for our sanctification. 

Q,. How prove you that Christ ordained them all? 

A. Because it is not in the power of any pure creature 
to give infallible virtue, causing grace, to sensible and 
material things, such as the sacraments are ; according , 
to the council of Trent, Sess. 7, Can; 1. 

Q. From what have the Sacraments their force and 
efficacy? 

-A. Prom the blood and passion of CY»iaV»^\aSDL^«^ 
apply to our souls,

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Q. 'How prove you that ? 
' A* J^om. vi. 3. " Know you not that all we, w 
btpHlMcl in Christ Jesus, are baptized in his d< 
AlirV* d. ** Much more therefore, now being ji 
JH'ffi blood, shall we be saved from wrath by hii 
' Q,. For what end did Christ ordain the Sacrai 

A. To be external and visible marks and pro£i 
of his holy faith, by which the faithful might be 1 
from Infidels and Heretics ; and also to be effectual 
of our salvation, and certain remedies against sii 

Q. What things are essential to a Sacrament 

A. Matter and form. 

Q. Do all the seven Sacraments give grace ? 

A. They do, according to the council of Trent, » 

Q. What is grace ? 

A. It is a supernatural quality produced in ou 
and inherent in them, by which we are made the 
ed children of God, special partakers of the div: 
ture, and like to God, in some degree ; as iron i: 
like to fire by heat. 

Q. How ihany of these Sacraments give a cha: 

A. Threer: Baptism, Confirmation, and Holy 

Q. What is a sacramental character ? 

A. It is a {Supernatural mark in the soul, wher 
are marked for God's servants, which can nc 
blotted oiit. 

Q. In what manner do the sacraments give an 
grace? 

A. As means or instruments only ; for God is 
the principal cause thereof. 

Q. Who is the ordinary minister of a Sacram 

A. A priest; excepting Holy Orders and Co 
,tion, which are referred to the Bishops alone. 

^. Why did Christ confine the administralioi 
Sacraments to the Hierarchy and to the priests 

A. ** O the depth of the riches, of the wisdom 
the knowledge of God ! How incomprehensible 

iudements, and how unsearchable his ways ! F 
lath known the mind of the Lord ? Or who ha 
jbis coumeUorV* Rom, xi. Xnd ^^ kwovc Cv 
i*aii4 JSphes. iv. 11, that " CWvat ^w^iVjv^^^^ 
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apostles, and some prophets, and others evangelists, 
id others pastors and teachers. That we may not now 
) children, tossed to and fro, and carried about with 
^txj wind of doctrine, in the wickedness of men, in 
aftiness by which ihey lie in wait to deceive." Hence, 
t. Paul, speaking of the Sacraments, says, 1 Cor. iv. ] . 
So let them consider us as the ministers of Christ and 
ispensers of the mysteries of God." "And we are (S 
^'(n,y. 20.) therefore ambassadors of Christ: God, as 

were, exhorting by us." 

Q-'Is the intention of the ministers to do what Christ 
rdained, a condition, without which the Sacraments 
ibsistnot? 

A. It is ; also the intention of the receiver to receive what 
'brist ordained, if he be at the years of understanding. 

Q- Why say you, If he be at the years of understanding ? 

A' Because for infants in the Sacraments of baptisoi 
ie intention of the Church sufficeth. 

Baptism Expounded, 

Q. Why is Baptism the first Sacrament ? 

A. Because by it we are born again, or created anew 

i Christ Jesus, and therefore before it we are not capa- 

e of receiving any other. 

Q- What is Baptism ? 

A: Ii is an exterior washing of the body, under a set 

rm of words. 

Q. What is the necessary matter of Baptism ? 

A. M|tural water only ; for artificial water will not 

mce. 

Q. What is the form of it ? 

A. I baptize thee in the name of the Father, and of 

s Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 

Q. What if a man leave out the word, (I baptize) op 

y of the three persons ? 

A. Then the baptism is invalid. 

Q. W^here did Christ express the form of baptism, 

d give us a command to baptize ? 

A.. In Matt, xxviii. 29. " Go therefore, (saith he) 

ch ye all nations, baptizing them m \5m» Xk-wcaa ^\ '^^ 

her, and of the Son, and of the HoV^ 0>aft«xr

thily, shall be guilty of the body and blood of the Lord; 

Q,. What is an exterior visible sacrifice ? 

A. It a most necessary act of religion whereby somi 
sensible thing is offered to God by a priest, in order t 
acknowledge his supreme dominion over us, and oi 
entire dependence on him. It is offered to God as ai 
act of pure adoration, or to render him thanks for hi 
benefits received, or to turn away his anger, or to obtiii 
from him some new blessing, or for all those pnrpoMl 
together. 

Q. Is the blessed Eucharist a sacrifice ? 

A. It is ihKt clean ohlcUion^ which the prophet Malach] 
i. 11, foretold would be offered from the rising to the 
going down of the sun, in every place among- the Gen* 
tiles ; which was prefigured by Melchisedech, priest o 
the Most High (Gen. xiv. 28,) when he brought forti 
bread and wine ; and which was, in reality, institutM 
at the last supper by Jesus Christ, when he took breai 
and wine, blessed them, and distributed them with hi 
own hands amongst the apostles, saying. This is m 
BOOT ; This is mt blood. Christ Jesus is a priest fo 
ever, according to the order of Melchisedech (Heh. ▼ 
8,) and so he instituted, according to his order; thati 
to say, in bread and wine, this great sacrifice of tin 
New Law. 

All the Holy Popes, and Fathers, and Councils of th 
primitive ages, teach that the mass is the self same 81 
crifice of bread and wine that had been instituted b 
our Saviour ; whilst the histories and annals of all coui 
tries, not excepting England herself, declare that tli 
Holy Mass, but no other sacrifice, came down to thai 
as a part and parcel of Christianity, from the apostol 
;age. 

Q. Why are the priests obliged to receive underW 
kinds? 

A. Because they offer sacrifice, and represent tl 
bloody sacriBce made upon the cross, where the bl<M 
was actually divided from the body, and being offen 
of the sacrifice, are bound to receive also the cnj^\ 
Christ's command expressed. Matt xxvi. 27. ** D|icik-' 
aU of this/' 
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d. Did the laity ever communicate under both kinds ? 

A. They did sometimes in the primitive church, and 
nay a^ain, if holy church shall so appoint ; but now it 
ii prohibited by the church, to prevent the great danger 
of shedding the cup, neither are the laity in this defraud- 
ed of any thing ; for they receive whole Christ under 
one kind, which is incomparably more than the pretend- 
ed reformers have under both, who receive only a bit of 
baker's bread, with a cup of common vintner^s wine. 
See " Holy Order expounded.'' See also, " The Mass 
expounded," eh* 22. 

Penance Expounded. 

Q. What is the fourth Sacrament ? 

A. Penance. 

Q. What warrant have you for doing acts of penance ? 

A. First, out of Apoc. ii. 4. " Thou hast left thj first 
diarity, therefore be mindful from whence thou art uillen, 
fuid do penance ?" 

Secondly, " And Jesus began to preach, and say. Do 
ye penance ; for the kingdom of heaven b at hand." 
Matt iv. 17. 

Q. When did Christ ordain this Sacrament ? 

A. When he breathed on his disciples, saying, ** Re- 
ceive ye the Holy Ghost, whose sins ye shall forgive, 
tbey are forgiven, and whose sins ye shall retain, they 
«re retained." John xx. 22, 23. 

Q. What is the matter of this Sacrament ? 

A. The sins and confession of the penitent. 

Q. What is the form of it ? 

A. I absolve thee from thy sins, in the name of the 
F'ather, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 

Q. What are the effects of it ? 

A. It reconciles us to God, and either restores or in- 
creases grace ? 

Q,. How prove you that ? 

A. Out of John XX. 23, before cited. And but of 
fobn i. 9. ** If we confess our sins, he is faithful and 
uat to jforgive us our sins, and cleanse us from all ini- 
luity." 
Q. /^ofrinaiij parts hath the SacT«i^«Yi\^^9W0k«BL^^^ 
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Q^ Of the Saeramenta in general, 

A. It hath three parts ; namely, Gontritioli, eonfef- 
sion, and satisfaction. 

Q. What is contrition ? 

A. It is a hearty sorrow for our sins, proceediog im* 
mediately from the love of God above all Uungs, ud '^' 
joined with a firm purpose of amendment. 1 ^ 

Q. What is attrition ? 

A. It is imperfect contrition, arising from the coos- 
jderation of the turpitude of sin, or fear of punishmeatl 
and if it contain a detestation of sin, and hope of ptf* 
don, it is so far from being itself wicked, that thougk 
alone it justify not, yet it prepares the way to jusdfidi- 
tion ; and disposes it at least remotely towards obtain- 
ing God's grace in this Sacrament. 

Q. What if a dying man be in mortal sin, and cannot 
have a priest ? 

A. Then nothing but perfect contrition iviU sufficffi 
it being impossible to be saved, without the love of Godt 

Q,. What is a firm purpose of amendment ? 

A. It is a resolution not only to shun sin, but also tli0 
occasions of it. 

Q. How long has confession been in use and praic 
tice ? 

A. Ever since the Apostles* time, according to /omeft 
V. 16. *^ Confess therefore your sins to one anotbert 
and pray for one another, that you may be saved." 
And Acts xix. 18. *^ Many of them that believed camO 
confessing and declaring their deeds." 

Q. What is confession ? 

A. It is a full, sincere, and humble declaration o€ 
our sins to a priest, to obtain absolution. 

Q. Is there any special good or comfort to man fronds 
confession ? ' 

A. Very great, because as to a mind laden witi* 
secret griefs, the best of comforts is to disclose her cas^ 
to some faithful friend ; so to a soul laden with seers'^ 
sins one of the greatest comforts, and best remedied 
possible, is to have selected persons ordained for thft-C 
end by Christ himself, men of singular piety and leam" 
ing, and not questionable by any law of what they hetiV 
in confession, to whom one lu^^ ^lon^Qin \»& ^ ''^'^ 
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m assurance both of comfort, correction, and direction 
for the amendment of his faults. 

Q. What are the necessary conditions of a good con- 
fession? 

A. That it be short, diligent, humble, sorrowful, sin* 
cere, and entire. 

Q. How, short ? 

A. By avoiding superfluous words and circumlocu- 
tioBs. 

Q. How, diligent ? 

A. By using a. competent time and care in the exam- 
iimg of our conscience. 

Q. How, humble ? 

A. By making our confession with humble hearts. 

Qt. How, sorrowful ? 

A. By stirring up sorrow for our sins. 

Q. How, sincere ? 

A. By confessing our sins plainly, without seeking to 
lessen or excuse them. 

Q. How, entire 1 

A. By confessing not only in what things we have 
^ sinned mortally, but also hoW^ften, as near as we are 
* jable to remember. 

Q. What if a man do knowingly leave out any mor- 
tal sin in his confession for fear of shame ? 

A. He makes his whole confession void, and commits 
a great sacrilege by lying to the Holy Ghost, and abus* 
"ing the Sacrament. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. By the example of Ananias and his wife Saphir^'«£> 
^ho were struck dead at the feet of St. Peter, for aarin^:' 
. to lie to the Holy Ghost. Acts v. 5, 10. 

Q. Is he that hath so done bound to confess all again ? 

A. Yes, all that are mortal, together with that which 
iie left out, and the sacrilege he committed. 

Q. What is satisfaction ? 

A. The sacramental penance, enjoined us by the 
priest at confession, (which is considered a part of this 
sacrament,) besides which we may also add more, for 
Mat own sins, by our voluntary pra^ets^ ^ua>\^%^ ^\ ^'^'ss^ 
food works, or sufferings. 
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Q. For what do we satisfy by that penance? 

A. For such temporal punishments as remain dtf 
■ometimes for our sins, after they are forgivon w. 

Q. How do you prove that priests nave powwii 
impose penance ; . 

A. Out of 1 Cor. vi. 3, where St. Paul excomnnBi- 
eated the incestuous Corinthian ; ^^ / (saith he) abiMl 
in body, but present in spirit, have already judged hia 
that hath so done, &c. to deliver such a one to Sttii 
for the destruction of the flesh, that the soul may te 
Mved,*' ver. 5. 

Q. How prove you that temporal punishments WMJ 
remain due for our sins, after the sins themselves be fD^ 
given us ? 

A. First, because Adam^ after his sin was forgifes 
him, was notwithstanding cast out of paradise for ertft 
and his whole posterity made subject unto death ud 
many miseries, m punishment of that sin. Gen. iii. 25f 

Secondly, because Davids after his sin of adulterr 
was forgiven him, was temporally punished for it with 
the death of his child : ** Our Lord (saith Nathan) hath 
taken away thy sin, nevertheless thy son shall die.** 
2 Kinfs xii. 13, 14.; 

Thirdly, because ** Whom our Lord loveth he cbas- 
tiseth." Heh. xii. G. 

•Q. By what other means are those temporal punisli 
ments released ? 

A. By indulgences. 

Q. What is an indulgence ? 
' A. Not a pardon for sins to come, or leave to commi 
4in, (as Protestants do falsely and slanderously teaeb 
but a releasing only of such temporal punishments, a 
remain due to those sins, which have already been for 
given us by penance and confession. 

Q. How doth an indulgence release those puniBh 
ments? 

A. By the superabundant merits of Christ and hi 
saints, which it applies to our souls by the special gran 
of the church. 
Q. When did Christ give VA^ e\iWT<i\3L>^^Yrer to fgmn 
Jadulgencea 1 
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A. When he laid to St. Peter, " To thee wiH 1 Riv* 
] keys of the kingdom of Heaven, iTbat9oever tnoa 
lit bind on earth, it ihoU be bouod in Hoaven, and 
latflooTer thou shall loose on earth, shall be loosed in 
laTcn." Matt, ivi, 19. 
How prove you that the apostles did ever uie tfaii 

A. Oat of 2 Car. ii. 10, where St. Pmd remitted pirt 
the CoTvUhiarCa penance. " To him that is luoh a 
e (said be) this rebuke suSicetb, &c. whom jou hara 
Tdoned any thing, I also pardon." 
tt. What IS required for the gaining an indulgence t 
A. That ne perform the works enjoined u», and that 
e last part of them be done in a state of grace. 
Q. What are those works! 

A. Fastmg, prayer, and alms deeds ; as ^»o confei-' 
in oad communion. 

Extreme Unttum Expoundtd. 

Q. What is the fifth Sacrament? 

A. Extreme unction.*

Q. By whom was this sacrament promulgated ? 

A. By James, v. 13, 14, 15. ** Is any man sick amoig 
you, let him bring in the priests of the church, and m^ 
them pray over him, anointing him with oil, in the naii 
of our Lord, and the prayer of faith shall save the »i 
man, and our Lord will hft him up, and if he be in fli 
his sins shall be forgiven him." 

Q. Who is capable of this sacrament ? 

A. Every true and faithful Christian who is in mor^ 
tal danger of death by sickness, excepting infants, foobr 
and such as are always mad. 

Q. What is the matter of it? 

A. Oil blessed by a bishop. 

Q. What is the form of it ? 

A. ** By his own anointing, and his own most piorir 
mercy, our Lord pardon thee, whatsoever thou bait 
sinned by thy seeing," &c. And so of the other senaeii 
repeating the same words. 

Q. What are the effects of extreme unction t 

A. It comforts the soul in her last agony against de^ ! 
spair, it remits yenial sins and removes the rehcs of sioi 
and restores corporal health, if it be expedient. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out of Mark vi. 13, where we read, That diB' 
apostles anointed with oil many sick, and healed thenk 
Which anointing is understood by many to have been t 
previous sign of extreme unction, and consequently of 
Its effects. 

Q. Why then do so few recover after it? 

A. Either because the recovery of the body is noC^ 
expedient for the soul, or because the sick deferred tb» 
sacrament too long, as too many do, or for other i&duK 
positions in the receiver of it. 

^ Holy Order Expounded* 

Q. What is the sixth Sacrament? 

A. Holy order. 

Q* To whom doth this ap^^^^*^*^

Q. Can a man be saved without baptism ? 

A. He cannot, unless he have it either actual or ift 
desire, with contrition, or to be baptized in his blood tf 
the holj Innocents were, which suffered for Christ. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out of John iii. 5. ** Unless a man be bom agaia 
of water, and the Holy Spirit, he cannot enter into tlio 
kingdom of God." 

Q. Can no man but a priest baptize ? 

A. Yes, in case of necessity, any layman or woman 
may do it, and not otherwise. 

Q. What b a chief necessity ? 

A. When a child is in danger of death, and a priest 
cannot be had. 

Q. What are the effects of baptism ? 

A. It makes us the children or God, and remits both 
original and actual sin, if he that is baptized be guihy 
of It 

Secondly, it infuseth justifying ^race into the sovlf 
with habits of faith, hope, and charity, and all superna- 
tural gifts and virtues. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out of Gal, iii. 27. ** As many of you as are bap- 
tized in Christ, have put on Christ." 

Secondly, out of 1 Cor. vi. 10, 11, where speaking 
of fornicators, idolaters, thieves, adulterers, and liars: 
*^ These things, (saith St. Paul) ye were, but ye arc 
washed, but ye are sanctified, but ye are justified in tbe 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, and in the spirit of God/ 

Thirdly, out of Tit. v. 6, 7. " He hath saved us b) 
the laver of regeneration and renovation of the Hoi] 
Ghost, whom he hath abundantly poured out upon ns 
by Jesus Christ our Saviour, that being justified by hi 
grace we may be heirs, according to the hope or lif< 
everlasting." 

Q, What other effect hath baptism ? 

A. It makes a spiritual mark or character in the sou) 
which shall remain for ever, either to our great joy v 
heaven, or our confusion in hell. 

Q' What sin is it to baptize a. tcl^xl tvRv^^ X 

A' A xnortiiJ s^n of aaciWege^ 
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Q. How prove you that the bishops are of dins 
right, and have authority from God to rule the church 1 

A. Out of AeU XX. 2o. ** Take heed unto yoorselfi 
and to the whole flock, wherein the Holy Ghost hal 
made you bishops to rule the church of God.'* 

Q. How prove you that the bishops only can ordai 
priests? 

A. Out of Titus i. 5. ** For this cause left I thee : 
Cretty that thou shouldest order the things that we 
wanting, and ordain priests in every city," (he was 
bishop.) 

Q. What sin is it therefore to oppose Hierarchy ai 
Episcopacy either in the whole church, or in pardcal 
churches ? 

Ai It is a sin of rebellion and high treason against tl 
peace and safety of Christ's spiritual common wealt 
the church. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Because no law can subsist without guards ai 
officers for it^ Since therefore Christ hath ordain 
bishops to be the guards and teachers of his law, tb 
who strike at bishops, strike also at the whole law 
Christ, and safety of the people. 

Q. Why is it requisite that bishops and pastors sfaoi 
have revenues ? 

A. Because as they bear a considerable charge a 
office in the commonwealth, therefore, they ought to ha 
a competence for the performance of it. Secondly, to c 
able them, as good soldiers of Christ Jesus, to keep cleai 
worldly cares : for ** no man, being a soldier to God,entf 
gleth mmself with worldly business ; that he may pies 
him to whom he hath engaged himself." 2 Tim. ii. ' 

Q. What is the office of a priest? 

A. To offer sacrifice, and administer the rest of i 
sacraments, excepting holy order and confirmation. 

Q. How prove you a sacrifice in the new law ? 

A. First, Decause there is a priesthood, as you hi 
heard, and an altar according to that, ** We have 
altar (saith St. Paid) whereof they have not power 
0Bt, who serve in the tabernacle." Heb. xiii. 10. 

ieoondlj^ out of Mai. i. llyvrVMi^ \y^ \^i«V(^ 
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iCrifice in the new law, saying, ** From the rising of 
16 sun, even to the going down, great is my name 
nong the Gentiles, and in every place there b sacrifi- 
og, and there is offered to my aame a clean oblation, 
lith the Lord of Hosts.''

>tally disengaged from the cares and pleasures of the 
^orld, and wholly employed in the study and piety of 
eavenly things, which is incompatible with the mar- 
age state. 1 C(yr. vii. 32. 

Q. What are the lessej* orders of the church ? 

A. Acolyte^ lector^ exorcist^ and forter, according to 
le fourth council of Carthage, Can. 6. 

Q. Is it lawful for women to preach, or to be priests ? 

A. It is not, according to 1 Cor* xiv. 34. ** Let women 
eep silence in the churches : for it is not permitted to 
lem to speak, but to be subject,' as also the law saith." 

Q. Is it lawful for a man to usurp and take upon 
im priestly power, without the ordination of the 
hurcn ? 

A. It is not, according to Heb. v. 1, 4. "For every 
igh priest taken from among men^ is an^^viLt^ C^^'t 
\eo, <fcc. that be npLSty pffer gifts aj^^-^^ciAfc^^ \s*^ ««aRk\ 
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neither doth any man take the honour to himself, bi 
that is called of God, as was ^oron. 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Out of John X. 1. *^ Amen I say unto you, he 
entereth not by the door {Holy Order) into the fc 
the sheep, but climbs up anotner way, is a thief f 
robber.** 

Q. What if any man pretend an extraordinary 

ing? 
A. He must proTO it by miracles, or else be este 

nn impostor. 

Q. What examples have you against the usurp 
of the priestly power ? 

A. That of king OzeoA, who was presently s 
by God with a leprosy in his forehead, for usurpin 
priestly office of offering or burning incense in the 
pie. 2 Parol, xxvi. 19. 

Q. What besides? 

A. The example of Core^ Dathan, and Abiram 
for usurping the office of priest, (though they were i 
selves true believers) were swallowed up alive b 
earth. Numb, xvi. 32, and two hundred and fifty < 
who were offering incense with them, were cons 
with fire from heaven, v. 34, with fourteen thousan 
seven hundred more, which were also burnt wi 
from heaven, for only joining with them, v. 49.

A. Where and when Christ instituted this sacrf 

is uncertain ; some think it done, or at least insin 

at the wedding at^ Cana in Galihty where Christ 

present, and wrought his first mvc^<i\«, '■''V^ Viw\vYo 
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^r into wine.*' John ii. Others, mor^ probablv, say 
it was done, when Christ declared the indissolubility of 
marriage, saying, ^Uherefore now they are not two, 
but one flesh : that therefore which God hath joined 
together, let no man separate.*' Matt, xix. 6. 

Q. Why was it requisite that marriage should be 
made a sacrament ? 

A. Because' it is a contract whereon depends the 
chief happiness of a married life ; as being ordained for 
the restraint of sinful concupiscence, the good of pos^ 
terity, the well-ordering our domestic affairs, and the 
education of our children in the feajr and service of God, 
and therefore ought to b^ raqked in the highest order 
of those actions, which Christ hath sanctioned for the 
Use of man. 

Q. How prove you marriage to be a sacrament? 

/V> Because, as you heard, it is a conjunction made 
and sanctioned by God himself, and not to be dissolved 
)y any power of man. 

Q. What other proof haveyon ? 

A. Out of E'j^Us, v. 31, 32. " They shall be two in 
me flesh ; this is a great sacrament. But I speak in 
>hrist, and in the church." 

Q. What is the matter of this sacrament? 

A. The mutual consent of the parties, and giving 
hemselves to one another. 

Q. What are the effects of matrimony? 

A. It gives special grace to the married couple, to 
9ve and bear one with another, as also to bring up 
heir children in the fear and love of God. 

Q. What is the principal end of marriage ? 

A. To beget children, and bring them up in the serr 
dee of God ; and the next to this is, that man may have 
I remedy against concupiscence, and a helper in the 
(ray of salvation. 

Q. How great is the tie of marriage ? 

A. So great that it can never be dissolved but by 
leath, as you have heard out of Matt, xix. 

Q. What are the obligations of man and wife ? 

A. To love, honour, and comfort one anpthei^x 

Q, What besides? 

9* 
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A. Hasbands are obliged to cherish and comfort the 
'wives ; wives to be subject, obey, and love their hu 
bands. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out of Col iii. 18, 19. " Women, be subject 1 
your own husbands, as behooveth in our Lord. Mei 
love your wives, and be not bitter towards them.'* An 
out of Ephes. iv. 22, 23. " Let women be subject 1 
their husoands, as to the Lord, because the man b hes 
of the woman as Christ is head of the church,** v. 2* 
*'But as the Church is subject to Christ, so also wome 
to their husbands in all things.** And aeain, v. S 
** Let each man love his wife as himself, and let the wil 
^reverence her husband.** 

Q. What else ? 

A. To render mutually the marriage debt, and » 
cording to that, *^ Let the husband render his debt unl 
his wifo, and the wife also in like manner to her husban* 
The woman now hath no power of her own body, bi 
the husband, and in like manner the man hath no powi 
of his own body, but the woman*** 1 Cor. vii. 3, 4. 

Q. Is it lawful for children to marry without the coi 
sent of their parents ? 

A. It is not ; neither is it lawful for parents to for 
them to marry against their will. 

Q. Why are so many unhappy in their marriages? 

A. Because they never consulted with God abo 
them, nor sought to have his blessing in them. 

Q. For what other reason ? 

A. Because they were in the state of sin at tb 
marriage, or married for inordinate love or wealth, a 
not for the right end of marriage. 

Q. What meaneth the blessing of the priest given 
marriage ? 

A. It is to beg all blessings of God for the new mi 
ried couple. 

Q. Why is the ring put on the fourth finger ? 

A. Because that is called the heart finger and hi 
{they say) a vein in it, which reacheth to the heart ; 
to signify the true and constant love whicji ought to 
between man and wjife. 
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What signifies the ring itself? 
It is a symbol of perfection and eternity, being 
in all parts, and round in figure, without .begin- 
3r end, to imitate the perfect and perpetual love 
in and wife. 

What are the spiritual means to obtain the bless-

A. 'It is a virtue which makes us wary ii| a|l qur sta- 
tions, that we may neither deceive others, nor be ^ 
ceived ourselves ; or which (according to the role ot 
honesty^ prescribes us what to be desired, and what tp 
he avoided. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out otEccles. iii. 32. "A wise heart that hath 
upderstanding, will keep itself from all sin, and in this 
works of justice shall have sMCcess.*' 

Q. What is justice ? 

A. It is a virtue which gives evjsry inan his own ac- 
cording to that, " Render to all mei^ their due, to whom 
tribute, tribute ; to whopn custom, custom ; to whom 
fear, jfear ; to when) honour, honour." Rom. xiii. 7. 

Q. What is temperance ? 

A. It is a virtue which moderates our appetites and 
desires, that they be according to reason, and not inor- 
dinate : ^* He that js abstinent, (saith the wise man) 
shall increase in life.** Eccl. xxxvii. 

Q,. What is fortitude ? 

A. It is a virtue, by which the labours and dangers 
even of death itself, that are opposite unto virtue, are 
courageously undertaken and patiently sustained, ** The 
wicked fleetn (saith Solomon) when no ma,n pursueth; 
bi}.t- the just inaiiy as a confident lion, shall hie without 
; ,'fear.*^ Prqv, xxviii. 1. And in 1 Pet. iii. 14, we read, 
■ " The fear of them fear ye not, and be not troubled, but 
sanctify our Lord Christ in your hearts.** 

Q. Is it necessary for a Christian to be exercised in 
these virtues? 

A. It is ; for " we must not only decline from evil, 
hut do good,** Psalm xxxvi. 27.

.0,. How man^ are the Gifts of the Holy Ghost ?

A. It is a gift of God, which teacheth us to direct our 
whole lives and actions to his honour, and the salvation 
of oar souls.

Q. What is counsel ? 

A. It is a gift of God, by which we discover the frauds 
and deceits of the Devil, and are not deceived by him. 

Q. What if! fortitude? 

A. It is a Mft of God, whereby we are enabled to 
•undereo a«d despise all dangers for his sake. 

Q. What is knowledge ? 

A. It is K gift of God, by which we know and under- 
stand the will of God. 

Q,, What is piety? 

A. It is a gift of God, which makes us devout and 
zealous in his service. 

Q. What is the fear of the Lord ? 

A. It is the gift of God^ which curbs our rashness, 
:ivithholds us from sIq, and makes us obedient to Grod*s 
law.

Q. WK9( is the seventh ? 

A. Benignity, which causeth an affable sweetness it

d. What is the eisbth ? 

A. Mildness, which allays in us all the motioiis of 
^passion and anger. 

Q. What is the ninth ? . * 

A. Fidelity, which makes us punctual observers of 
jQur covenants and promises. 

Q. What is the tenth ? 

A. Modesty, which observes a becoming deportment 
In aUpiir outward actions. 

Q. What is the eleventh ? 

A. Continency, which makes us not only abstemiotts 
in meat and drink, but in all other sensible delights. 

Q. What is the twelfth ? 

A. Chastity, which keeps a pure soul in a pure body* 

Q. Who are they that have these fruits ? 

A. The children of God only ; for " whosoever are 
led by the Spirit of God, they are the sons of God* "

A. It a most necessary act of religion whereby some 
sensible thing is offered to God by a priest, in order t9 
acknowledge his supreme dominion over us, and our 
entire dependence on him. It is offered to God as an 
act of pure adoration, or to render him thanks for hii 
benefits received, or to turn away his anger, or to obtain 
from him some new blessing, or for all those parpoui 
together. 

Q,. Is the blessed Eucharist a sacrifice ? 

A. It is that clean oblation^ which the prophet Malachy 
i. 11, foretold would be offered from the rising to tbie 
going down of the sun, in every place among- the Gen* 
tiles ; which was prcifigured by Melchisedech, priest of 
the Most High (Gen. xiv. 28,) when he brought forth 
bread and wine ; and which was, in reality, instituted 
at the last supper by Jesus Christ, when he took breed 
and wine, blessed them, and distributed them with hii 
own hands amongst the apostles, saying, This is ut 
BODT ; This is my blood. Christ Jesus is a priest for 
ever, according to the order of Melchisedech {Htb. ▼. 
8,) and so he instituted, according to his order; that is 
to say, in bread and wine, this great sacrifice of the 
New Law. 

A\\ the Holy Popes, and Fathers, and Councils of the 
primitive ages, teach that the mass is the self same sa' 
crifice of bread and wine that had been instituted b^ 
our Saviour ; whilst the histories and annals of all coun- 
tries, not excepting England herself, declare that tb< 
Holy Mass, but no other sacrifice, came down to then 
as a part and parcel of Christianity, from the apostoUi 
^ge. 

Q. Why are the priests obliged to receive under Botl 
kinds? 

A* Because they offer sacrifice, and represent tb 
bloody sacrifice made upon the cross, where the bloo* 
was actually divided from the body, and being offenn 
of the sacrifice, are bound to receive also the cup^ i 
Christ's command expressed, Matt xxvi. 27. ^* QiMfc J

Q. What are the effects of veuial sin? 

A. It doth not rob the soul of life, as mortal sin doth, 
bat only weakeneth the fervour of charity, and by de- 
grees disposeth unto mortal. 

Q. Why are we bound to shun not only mortal, but 
▼enial sins ? 

A. Because ** he that contemneth small things, sliali 
lall by little and little." Eccles. xix. 1. 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. B.ecanse ^* no polluted thing shall enter into the 
heavenly Jerusalem." Apoc, xxi. 27, be it polluted with 
mortal, or venial slu. 

Q,. How shall we be able to know when any sin is 
mortal, and when but venial ? 

A. Because to any mortal sin it is required, both that 
it be deliberate, and perfectly voluntary ; and that it be 
a matter of weight against the law of God ; one or both 
of which conditions are alwajs wanting in a venial sin* 

Q,, How is mortal sin remitied ? 

A. By hearty penance and contrition. 

Q. How is venial sin remitted ? 

A* By all the sacraments, by holy water, devout 
prayer, alms-deeds, and the like good works. 

d. Whither go such as die in mortal sin ? 

A. To hell for all eternity, as you have heard in the 
Creed. 

Q. Whither go such as die in venial sin, or not hav- 
iog fully satisfied for the temporal punishments due to 
their mortal sins which are forgiven them ? 

A. To purgatory till they have made full satisfaction 
for them, and then to heaven. 

Q. How prove you there is a purgatory, or a place 
of punishment, where souls are purged after death ? 

A. Out of 1 Pet. iii. 10. " Christ .being dead for our 
•ms, came in spirit, and preached to them abo that 
were in prison, who had been incredulous in the days of 
2foah, wnen the Ark was building." 

Q. What other proof have youl 
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A. When he said to St. Peter, " To thee will 1 give 
tbe keys of the kingdom of Heaven, whatsoever thou 
ihait bind on earth, it shall be bound in Heaven, and 
iriiatsoeTer thou shalt loose on earth, shall be loosed in 
Beaven." Matt, xvi. 19.

A. Because' it is a contract whereon depends the 
chief happiness of a married life ; as being ordained for 
the restramt of sinful concupiscence, the good of pos- 
terity, the well-ordering our dopaestic afi^irs, and the 
education of our children in the fear and service of God, 
and therefore ought to b^ ranked in the highest order 
of those actions, which Christ hath sanctioned for the 
Use of man. 

Q. How prove you marriage to be a sacrament? 

jA.. Because, as you heard, it is a conjunction made 
and sanctioned by God himself, and not to be dissolved 
by any power of man. 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Out of Ej^Jies, V. 31, 32. " They shall be two in 
one flesh ; this is a great sacrament. But I speak in 
Christ, and in the church." 

Q. What is the matter of this sacrament? 

A. The mutual consent of the parties, and giving 
tham|,elves to one another. 

Q. What are the effects of matrimony? 

A. It gives special grace to the married couple, to 
love and bear one with another, as also to bring up 
their children in the fear and love of God. 

Q. What is the principal end of marriage ? 

A. To beget children, and brin^ them up in the ser-r 
vice of God ; and the next to this is, that man may have 
a remedy against concupiscence, and a helper in the 
"WBj of salvation. 

Q,. How great is the tie of mamage ? 

A. So great that it can never be dissolved but by 
cjeath, as you have heard out of Matt, xix. 

Q. What are the obligations of man and wife ? 

A. To love, honour, and comfort one anothef, 

Q. What besides?

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A. Husbands are obliged to cherish and comfort their h 
'wives ; wives to be subject, obey, and love their hw- |i 
bands. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out of Col, iii. 18, 19. "Women, be subjcctto 
your own husbands, as behooveth in our Lord. MeOi 
love your wives, and be not bitter towards them." AdJ 
out of Ephes. iv. 22, 23. " Let women be subject ts 
their husbands, as to the Lord, because the man is head 
of the woman as Christ is head of the church," v. 2i

Q. What else ? 

A. To render mutually the marriage debt, and ac- 
cording to that, " Let the husband render his debt UBto 
his wife, and the wife also in like manner to her husband 
The woman now hath no power of her own body, but 
the husband, and in like manner the man hath no power 
of his own body, but the woman*" I Cor. vii. 3, 4. 

Q. Is it lawful for children to marry without the con- 
sent of their parents ? 

A. It is not ; neither is it lawful for parents to force 
them to marry against their wiU. 

Q. Why are so many unhappy in their marriages? 

A. Because they never consulted with God about 
them, nor sought to have bis blessing in them. 

Q. For what other reason ? 

A. Because they were in the state of sin at their 
marriage, or married for inordinate love or wealth, and. 
not for the right end of marriage. 

Q. What meaneth the blessmg of the priest given in 
marriage ? 

A. It is to beg all blessings of God for the new mar- 
ried couple. 

Q. Why is the ring put on the fourth fiUiger ? 

A. Because that is called the heart finger and hath 
{they say) a vein in it, which reacheth to the heart ; so 
to signify the true and constant love whicii ought to be 
between man and wife. 
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Q,. What sigDifies the ring itself? 

A. It is a symbol of perfection aod eternity, being 
«^ual in all parts, and round in figure, without begin- 
ning or end, to imitate the perfect and perpetual love 
of man and wife. 

Q. What are the spiritual means to obtain the bless- 
ing of good children ? 

A. Fasting, prayer, and alms-deeds, for so St. Joa" 
€km and St. Anne obtained Blessed Virgin Afary ; and 
•o the Blessed Virgin became the mother of God. 

Q. What obligations have parents to their children ? 

A. To instruct them in the faith of Christ, to bring 
them up in the fear of God, to give them good exam- 
ple, to keep them out of ill company and other occasions 
of sin, to feed and nourish them, to provide for them in 
nmrriage, and to correct their faults. 

'^ What are the chief and most common impedi- 
ments of marriage ? 

A. Consanguinity and affinity, to the fourth degree in- 
clusively ; and in the right line all degrees are prohibited 
by the law of nature, indispensable. 

Q. Can the church dispense in these collateral degrees ? 

A. She can, excepting only the first collateral degrees of 
consanguinity ,but&dwayssufficientmotivesmustbe given. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. The Church having made these laws, for just 
reasons may dispense in them ; but when such dispen- 
sations are given, those who seek them ought to con- 
sider, that they may deprive themselves of tne blessings 
attending the marriage state, if the motives alleged be 
not well founded.

Q. How prove you that? 

A. Out of Eccles, iii. 32. ** A wise heart that hith 
upderstanding, will keep itself from all sin, and in tin 
works of justice shall have success.*' 

Q. What is justice ? 

A. It is a virtue which gives evpry inan his own ac- 
cording to that, " Render to all men their due, to whott 
tribute, tribute ; to whom custom, custom ; to whom 
fear, fear; to whom honour* honour." Rom. xiii. 7. 

Q. WTiat is temperance ? 

A. It is a virtue which moderates our appetites and 
desires, that they be according to reason, and not inor- 
dinate : ** He that js abstinent, (saith the wise man) 
shall increase in life.** Eccl. xxxvii. 

Ci. What is fortitude ? 

'A'. It is a virtue, hy which the labours and danger^ 
even of death itself, that are opposite unto virtue, are 
courageously undertaken and patiently siofaBtained, " The 
wicked fleetn (saith Solomon) when no m^n pursueth; 
bi).t- the just man, as a confident lion, shall be without 
'fear.** Prov, xxviii. 1. And in 1 Pet, iii. 14, we read, 
;** The fear of them fear ye not, and be not troubled, bat 
sanctify our Lord Christ in your hearts.** 

Q. Is it necessary for a Christian to be exercised in 
these virtues? 

A. It is ; for " we must not only decline from evil, 
but do good^** Psalm xxxvi. 27.

Q. What is knowledge ? 

A. It is a gift of God, by which we know and under- 
stand the will of God. 

a. Whatispietv? 

A. It is a gift of God, which makes us devout and 
zealous in his service. 

Q. What is the fear of the Lord ? 

A. It b the gift of God, which curbs our rashness, 
svithholds us from siu, and makes us obedient to Grod's 
Jaw.

A. Fidelity, which makes us punctual observers of 
jQur covenants and promises.

Q. What is the eleventh ? 

A. Continency, which makes us not only abstemioas 
in meat and drink, but in all other sensible delights. 

Q. What is the twelfth ? 

A. Chastity, which keeps a pure soul in a pure body* 

Q. Who are they that have these fruits ? 

A. The children of God only ; for ** whosoever are 
led by the Spirit of God, they are the sons of God>''

A. By holy baptism. 

Q. Whither go infants that die without baptism ? 

A. To a part of hell, where they endure the pain of

a* How prove you that ? 

A. Out 01 /o^7t iii. 5. ** Unless a man be born again 
f water, and the Holy Ghost, he cannot enter into the 
iingdom of God.*' 

Q. What is actual sin ? 

A. It is a thought, word or deed, contrary to the law 
fGod. 

Q. What is the sin of omission ? 

A. To omit any thing willingly, which is commanded 
y God or his Church. 

a. Why is actual sin so called ? 

A. Because the material part of it is commonly some 
oluntary acts of ours. 

Q. Is all sin voluntary and deliberate ? 

A. It is, because {speaking of actual sin) no man sin- 
eth in doing that which it is not in his power to avoid, 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Because the whole gospel of Christ is nothing else 
at an exhortation to do good, and avoid evil, than 
rbich nothing were more vain, if it be not in the free 
lection and power of man, assisted by God*s grace, to 
o, or not to do such things. 

Q. What scripture have you for that ? 

A. First out of Gen. iv. 7. " If thou dost well, shalt 
hou not receive ? But if ill, shall not thy sin be forth* 
vith present at the door ? But the lust thereof shall be 
mder thee, and thou shalt have dominion over it.** 

Secondly out ofBeut xxx. 19, 20. " I call heaven and 
larth to witness this day, that I have proposed to thee 
ife and death, blessing and cursing, choose therefore 
ife that thou mayest live%" 

Thirdly, out of 1 Cor, vii. 37. " He that hath deter-

Q. Why is the Alleluiah repeated so often at the feast 
of Easter ? 

A. Because it is the joyful solemnity of our Saviour^s 
resurrection. 

Q. Why between Septuagemma and Easter, is the 
Tract read in the place of the 'ixradttal? 

A. Because it is a time of penance and mourning : 
and therefore the Tract is read with a mournful and 
slow voice, to signify the miseries and punishments of 
this life. 

Q. What is the Tradff ^■- 

A. Two or three vei-sicles between the Epistle and 
the Gospel, sung with a slow, long protracted tone. 

Q. Why do we rise up at the reading of the Gospel? 

A* To signify our readiness to go, and do, whither, 
and whatsoever it commands us. 

Q,. What means the Gospel ? 

A. It signifies the preaching of Christ ; and is the 
happy embassy or message of Christ unto the world. 

Q. Why is the Gospel read at the North end, or left 
side of the Altar ? 

A. To signify that by the preaching of the Gospel of 
Christ, the kingdom of the Devil was overthrown. 

Q. How prove you that? 

A. Because the Devil hath chosen the North (figura- 
tively infidels, and the wicked) for the seat of his malice. 
•* From the North shall all evil be opened upon bU tbe 
inhabitants of the land." Jer. i. 14. and Zach. ii. 7. 

Q. Why doth the priest before he begins the Gospel, 
\ salute the people with Dominus vobiscum? 

A. To prepare them for a devout hearing of it, and 
to beg of our Lord to make them worthy hearers of his 
word, which can save their souls. 

Q. Why then doth he say, Sequentia sancti Evange- 
liiy Sfc. The sequel of the Holy Gospel, &c. ? 

A. To move attention, and to signify what ^art of 
tbe Gospel be then reads. 
Q. Why doth the clerk ausx^et, G\w\flt \W.i>«««»^ 
Oloij be to thee, O Lord t 
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an account for it at the day of judgment.'* Now 

im3 forbid every idle word should be a mortal sin. 

Q. What are (he effects of veuial sin ? 

A. It doth not rob the soul of life, as mortal sin doth, 
but only weakeneth the fervour of charity, and by de* 
l^reet disposeth unto mortal. 

Q. Wny are we bound to shun not only mortal, but 
Tenial sins ? 

A. Because *' he that contemneth small things, shall 
lall by little and little." Eccles. xix. 1. 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Because '* no polluted thing shall enter into the 
heavenly Jerusalem." Apoc. xxi. 27, be it polluted with 
mortal, or venial sin- 

Q. How shall we be able to know when any sin is 
mortal, and when but venial ? 

A. Because to any mortal sin it is required, both that 
it be deliberate, and perfectly voluntary ; and that it be 
a matter of weight against the law of God ; one or both 
of which conditions are always wanting in a venial sin. 

Q,, How is mortal sin remitted ? 

A. By hearty penance and contrition. 

Q,. How is venial sin remitted ? 
* A* By all the sacraments, by holy water, devout 
prayer, alms-deeds, and the like good works. 

H- Whither go such as die in mortal sin ? 

A. To hell for all eternity, as you have heard in the 
Creed. 

Q. Whither go such as die in venial sin, or not hav- 
ing fully satisfied for the temporal punishments due to 
their mortal sins which are forgiven them ? 

A. To purgatory till they have made full satisfaction 
for them, and then to heaven. 

Q. How prove you there is a purgatory, or a place 
of punishment, where souls are purged after death? 

A. Out of 1 Pet. iii. 10. *' Christ being dead for our 
nuB, came in spirit, and preached to them also that 
were in prison, who had been incredulous in the days of 
Jfoahi wnen the Ark was building." 

Q. What other proof have youl 

•A f^ltt ^ft /Taw »■ 40 CI I^U^ ..»«,Jl» fvf okMakwn X«kW« 
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shall 1)6 mauifest, for the day of our Lord will declare it, 
because it shall be revealed in fire ; and the vrork of

A. Out of Matt, xii. 32. ** Some sins shall neither 
be forgiven in this world, nor in the world to come." 
Therefore there is a place of purging and pardoning sins 
after this life. 

Q. How is a man made guilty, or said to co-operate 
to other men's sins ? 

A. As often as he is an actual cause of sin in others by 
any of these nine means : 1. By counsel. 2. By com- 
mand. 3. By consent. 4. By provocation. 5. By 
Draise or flattery. 6. By silence. 7. By connivance, 
p. By participation ; or 9. By defence of the ill done.

- Q. What is ambition ? * 

A. An inordinate desire of honour. 

Q. What is arrogance ? 

A. A high contempt of others, joined with insolence 
and rashness. 

Q. What is presumption ? 

A. An attempting of things above our strength. 

Q. What is contempt of others ? 

A. A disdainful preferring ourselves before others. 

Q. What other daughters hath pride ? 

A. Pertinency, discord, disobedience, and ingratitude. 

Q. What is pertinency ? 

A. A wilful sticking to our own opinions, contrary to 
thejudgment of our betters. 

a. What is discord ? 

A. A wrangling in words, with such as we ought to 
assent and yield unto. 

Q. What is disobedience ? 

A. An opposition to the will or commands of parents 
and superiors. 

Q. What is ingratitude ? 

A. A forgetting or neglecting of benefits*^ 

Q. How prove you pride to be a mortal rin? 

A. Because we read, that ** God resists the proud, 
and gives-his grace to the humble.'* 1 Pet. v. 5. And 
'* pride is odious before God and men." EccL x. }. 

Q. What are the remedies of pride ? 

A. To remember that holy lesson of Christ, ** learn 
of me, because I am meek and humble of heart." Matt. 
zi. 29* And to consider that we are sinful dust, and 
gbai] return agsun to dust; and t\iatVN\k^\SM«H«t ^(^si^ 
we have or do, ia ibe free gift of Qq4» 
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Q. What is the virtue opposite to pride ? 

A. Humility, which teaches us a lowly opinio^

Q. How prove you the firstpart I 

A. Out of 1 Tim. vi. 9. *' They, who would becom 
rich, fall into temptation, and into the snare of the devi 
and into many unprofitable and hurtful desires, whic 
4rown men in destruction and perdition : for covetou: 
^ess is the root of ail evils." 

Q. How prove you the latter part? 

A. Out of I John iii. IJ. ** He that hath the su' 
stance of this world, and shall see his brother in nece 
sity, and shall shut up his bowels from him ; how do 
^he charity of God abid£ in hiin ?" 

Q. What other proof have you for alms ? 

A. Out of Luke xi. 41. *' But yet that which remait 
give ala)s, and behold all things are clean unto you 
And out of Dan, iv. 24. *' Redeem thy sins with aln 
^ ;and thy iniquity with the mercies of the poor." 
^^lft^ What are the daughters of covetousness ? 

A. Hatdoess of heart, uu mercifulness to the poi 
unquiet soficitude, neglect of heavenly things, and co 
fidence in things of this world. 

Q. What else ? 

A. Usury, fraud, rapine, theft, &«. 

Q. What are the remedies of covetousness ? 

A. To consider " that it is a kind of idolatry,'* i 

,€ording to Col. iii. 5. And that ** it is harder for 

/icb man to enter into beaven, xVvaxi lot «L<s,'a.\£vftV v^ ^ 

Jtbrough the eye of a needle." Matt, t^s..'^^* 

,i9. What are the virtues oppo^vxe \.o «iw^v&>i>»«v«! 
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A' liberality, which makes a man give freely to the 
F^|'> and justice, which renders to all men that which 
^ ^ueirs. ** It is a more blessed thing to tAve (saith 
yor Lord) than to take." Acts xxvi. 35. An4 2 Cor. 
''• 6, St. Paul saith, **He that soweth sparingly, 
(pariogly also shall he reap; but he that soweth m 
oiessiugs, of blessings also shall he reap ; for God loves 
^e cheerful giver." 

Lechery Expounded. 

Q. What is lechery, or lust ? 

A. An inordinate desire of carnal sin, or delights of 
the flesh. 

Q. How prove you the malice of this sin ? 

A. Because the whole world was once drowned, and 
the cities of Sodom and Gomorrah were burnt with fire 
from heaven for it. Gen. vii. 21, and xix. 24. 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Out of Rom. viii. 13. " For if you live according 
to the flesh, you shall die ; but if by the spirit you mor* 
tify the deeds of the flesh, you shall live." 

Q. What are the degrees of lust? 

A. Thought, delight, consent, and act. 

Q. What are the daughters of lust? 

A. Foruicatiou, whoredom, adultery, voluntary pol* 
lulion, unchaste signs and touches, wanton kbses and 
speeches. 

Q. How prove you voluntary pollution to be a mortal 
sin? 

A. Out of Gen. xxxviii. 9, where we read, that Onan 
was struck dead by God in the place, for shedding the 
seed of nature out of the due use of marriage to hinder 

feneration, which fact the holy text calls a dettata- 
l^ thing. He also who was eldest brother to this 
Onan, was slain by God, as we read in the same chapr 
ter, ver. 7. And it is generally thought by expositors, 
that his sudden death was in p^nbhment for the like 
sin of pollution. 

Q. Why are lustful kisses and touches mortal sins ? 
A, Because they vehemeutLy dia^o^^ Vq l^ToLv^'^SQiSsi^ 
aad pollution. 
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with me in Paradise. 3. Behold thy mother ; woman 
behold thy son. 4. My God, my God, why hast thoa 
forsaken me. 5. I thirst. 6. Into thy hands I com- 
mend my spirit. 7. It is consummated.*' 

Q. What means the priest laying down the Host up- 
<iu the corporal, and then covering the chalice again ? 

A. It signifies the taking of eur Saviour down from 
the Cross, and hb burial. 

Q. Why, then is the priest silent for a time ? 

A. To signify our Saviour's rest in the sepulchre on 
the Sabbath. 

Q. Why is the Host divided into three parts ? 

A. To signify the division of our Saviour's soul 
and body made on the Cross, and that the body was 
broken, and divided in three principal parts, namely, 
his hands, side, and feet. 

Q. Why after this doth he sign the chalice three 
times with a particle of the Host, and raise his voice, 
saying, Pax Domini, fyc, The peace of our Lord be al* 
ways with you ? 

A. To signify that the frequent voice of Christ to hi» 
disciples, Pax vobis. Peace be to you ; as also to signify 
the triple peace which he hath purchased for us, by hi» 
Cross, namel?, external, internal, and eternal. 

Q. Why then is the particle of the Host put into the 
ehalice? 

A. To signify the reuniting of our Saviour's body,, 
blood and soul, made at his resurrection ; as also to sig- 
nify, that we cannot partake of the blood and merits of 
Christ, unless we partake of his cup of sufferings. 

Q. Why is the Agnus JDei, or Lamb of God, whicb 
taketh away the sins of the world, said with a loud voice ? 

A. To commemorate the glory of our Saviour's as- 
cension, and to signify that he was slain like an innocent 
Iamb to take away our sins and give us peace. 

Q. Why is the PaXj or kiss of peace, given before- 
eommuuion? 

A. To signify, that peace and mutual charity, which 
ought to be among the faithful, who all eat of one bread 
of the Eucharist, and are all memb^T^ oC q^qa \b?^9^ 
eal body,

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Q. How prove you that to be a mortal sin ? 

A. Out of Cor. vi. 10. ** Drunkards shall not possess 
the kingdom of God.** And Lukt xxi. 34. ** Take heed 
to yourselves, lest your hearts be overcharged with sur- 
feiting and drunkenness.** 

Q,. What are the daughters of gluttony I 

A. Babbling, scurrility, spewing, sickness, and dul- 
ness of soul and body. 

Q. What are the remedies of it ? 

A. To consider the abstinence of Christ and his 
Saints, and that ** gluttons are enemies to the cross of 
Christ, whose end is destruction.** PhU. iii. 19. 

An^er Erpovnded, 

Q. What is anjj^r} 

A. An inordinate ilesire of revenge. 

Q. How prove you anger to be mortal ? 

A. Out oiMatU ver. 22. *^ Whosoever shall be angry 
ivith his brother, shall be guilty of judgment, &c. Ana 
whosoever shall say, thou fool, shall be guilty of hell fire.'* 

Q. What are the daughters of anger? 

A. Hatred, passion, fury, clamour, threats, contume- 
ly, cursing, blasphemy, and murder. 

Q,. What are the remedies of anger ? 

Al To remember the holy lesson of Christ, LuJce xxi. 
19. ** In your patience you shall possess your souls." 
And that of St. Patd. **Be gentle one to another, 
pardoning one another, as also Uod in Christ hath par- 
doned you.** Ephes, iv. 32. 

Q. What is the virtue opposite to anger ? 

A.' Patience, which suppresseth in us all passion, and 
desire of revenge. 

\€t. How prove you the necessity and force of pa- 
ti^Oce ? 

4i* Out of. Heb. X. 36. ** Patience is necessary for 
youy (hat doing the will of God, you may partake of the 
promise." 

Sloth Expounded. 
Q. What fs sloth ? 

A, Laziness of mind, neglecting Xo V^e^tL^ ^x Y^^'tA- 
cate good tbings. 
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* 

A, It signifies the Apostles preaching the gospel to 
all nations. Luke xxiv. 50. 

Q. What is the missal ? *. 

A. It is the Mass book, wherein this holy service is 
contained. 



CHAP. XXIII. 

7%e Primer or Office of om Blessed Lady, Expounded, 

Q. Who composed this office ? 
A. The church, directed by the Holy Ghost ? 
Q. Why is the Primer so called ? 
A. From the Latin word Primo, which signifies, first 
of all, so to teach us, that prayer should be the first 
work of the day, according to that, *^ Seek ye first the 
kingdom of heaven, and ail these things shall be given 
you." 
\ Q. Why is the office divided into Hymns, Psalms, Can- 
ticles, Antiphons, Versicles, Responsories, and Prayers 1 
A. For order, beauty, and variety sake. 
Q. What warrant have you for that ? 
A. Out of CoZ. iii. 16. " Sing ye in your hearts unto 
the Lord in spiritual Psalms, Hymns, and Canticles." *' 
Q. Why should the laity pray out of the Psalms, 
which they little understand ? 

A. 1. Because, by so doing, they pray out of the 
mouth of the Holy Ghost. 2. Because, if they do it 
with devout and humble hearts, it is as meritorious in 
them, as in the greatest scholars ; for a petition hath the 
same force, whether it be delivered by a learAed or un- 
learned man ; so hath also prayer. 3. Because a psalm 
is of the same value in the sight of God, in the mouth 
of a child or woman, as from the mouth of the most 
learned doctor. 

Q. Why is the office divided into seven several 
hours ? 

A. That so it might be a daily memorial of the seven 
principal parts, and seven houraof o\it Svi\ft>M*^^'^a!»ssi^- 
Q. VKhat ground have you £ot xVv^x'X 
^. Out Qf Zac. xii. 10. ^^ M xVx^X ^«:^ V -^(^^^^^ 
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detferve pardon." Gen. iv. 13. And of Judas^ ** when 
casting aown the silver pieces in the temple, he went 
aadf hanged himself." Matt, xxvii. 4, 5. 

Q. Wnat IB presumption of God's mercy ? 

A. A foolish confidence of salvation, wimout leading 
a good life, or any care to keep the commandments ; 
such as they entertain who think they will be saved by 
faith only, without good works. 

Q. What is it to impugn the known truth? 

A. To argue obstinately against known points of 
faith, or to prevent the way of our Lord by forging lies 
and sTander, as Heretics do, when they teach tine igno- 
rant people, that Catholics worship injaffes as God, and 
give Aneels and Saints the honour which is due to God ; 
or that the Pope for money gives us pardon to commit 
what sins we please ; than all which, greater falsehoods 
cannot be invented. 

Q. What is envy to another's spiritual good ? 

A. A sadness or repining at another's growth in vir- 
tue and perfection ; such as sectaries seem to have when 
they scon and are troubled at the frequent fasts, prayers, 
faasts, pilgrimages, alms-deeds, vows, and religious 05- 
i>ars of the Catholic Church, calling them superstitions 
amLfooleries, because they have not in their churches 
any such practices of piety. 

Q. What is obstinacy in sin ? 

A. A wilful persisting in wickedness, and running oa 
from sin to sin, after sufficient instructions and admo- 
nition. 

Q. How show yon the malice of this sin? 

A. Out of Heh. x. 26, 27. " If we sin wilfully after 
having received the knowledge of the truth, there is 
. now left no sacrifice for sins, but a certain dreadful ex- 
pectation of judgment." 

Q. What other proof have you ? 

A. Out of 2 Pet. ii. 21. ''It was better for them not 
to know the way of justice, than after the knowledge 
.to turn back from the holy commandment which was 
given them." 

Or. What is final impenitence ? 

A. Ta dw without either couCeaiioii ot e^uXiniCv^'QirVsv 
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A. His drinking pall and vinegar, his dying on thp 
Cross, and the opening his side with a spear. 

Q. What by the even-song ? 

A. His taking down from the Cross, and the darkness 
which was made upon the face of the earth. 

Q. What by the Complin ? 

A . His funeral and burial. 

Briefl3r thus : The matins and lauds, his agony, and 
binding in the garden : the crime, his scoffs, and false 
accusations ; the third hour, his clothing with purple, 
and crowning with thorns ; the sixth hour, his con- 
demning and nailing to the Cross ; the ninth hour, his 
yielding up the ghost, and the opening his side ; the 
even-song, his taking from the Cross; and the complin, 
bis burial. 

The Particulars of the Office Expounded, 

Q. Wht doth our Lady*s office always begin with ai| 
Ave Maria? 

A. To dedicate the office of our Lady, and to beg her 
aid for the devout performance of it to God's honour. 

Q. Why do we begin every hour with, Incline unto 
my aidf God: O Lord, make haste to help me? 

A. To acknowledge our infirmity and misery, and 
our great need of divine assistance, not only in all other 
things, but also in our very prayers ; according to that 
of the Apostle, *^No man can say Lord Jesus, but in 
the Holy Ghost." 

Q,. Why do we add to this, Glory be to the Father, 
and to the Son, and to the Holy Ghost ? 

A. To signify that the intention of the office is, in 
the first place, to give one and equal glory to the most 
blessed Trinity, and to invite all creatures to do the like : 
this is the principal aim of the whole office ; therefore 
v^e not only begin every hour, but also end every Psalm 
with the same verse. 

Q. Who ordained the Gloria Patri ? 

A. The Apostles, according to jBaroTituA in his 3d Tome. 
Q. Why do we join uuvo xVv© OWva. ^^8^xv^^^K^JX 
erat, fyc, Aa it was in the be^\iimxi%>\^ ^w%'w^^p*^ 
shall he, wMd without endl 
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smites, and their siu. " We will destroy this place

Q. What is the third ? 

A. Oppressing of the poor, which is a cruel, tyran- 
ical, and unjust dealing with inferiors. 

Q. What other proof have you of that? 

A. Out of Exod. xxii. 21. ** Ye shall not hurt the 
idew and the fatherless : If you do hurt them, they 
ill cry unto me, and I will hear their cry, and my fury 
lall take indignation, and I will strike thee with the 
vord/* And out of Isa. x. 1, 2. ** Wo to them that 
lake unjust laws, that they might oppress the poor in 
idgmeut, and do violence to the cause of the humble 
f my people." 

Q. What is the fourth ? 

A. To defraud working menof their wages, Svhich is 
) lessen, or detain it from them. 

Q. What proof have you of it ? 

A. Out of Eccl. xxxiv. 37. ** He that sheddeth blood, 
nd he that defraudeth the hired man, are brethren," 
nd out of James v. 4. *^ Behold the hire of the work- 
men that have reaped your fields, which is defrauded 
7 you, crieth, an4 their cry hath entered into the ears 
f the Lord God «f Sabaoth."

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Q. What is the best preparation for death ? 

A. A godly life, and to be often doing penance for 
our sins, and saying \¥ith St. Paulj ** I desire to be dis- 
solved and to be with Christ.'' Phil, i. 23. 

Q. What else? 

A. To remember often that of Matt. xvi. 25. " He 
that will save his life shall lose it, and he that shall lose 
his life for me shall find it.'' 

Q. What understand you by judgment ? 

A. I understand, that (besides the general judgment 
at the last day) our souls as soon as we are dead, shall 
receive their particular judgment at the tribunal of 
Christ, accordmg to that, ** Blessed are the dead that 
die in the Lord, from henceforth now, saith the spirit^ 
they rest from their labours, for their works follow 
them." Apoc, xiv. 13. 

Q. What is the best preparation for this judgment! 

A. To remember often that of Heb, x. 31. ** It is a 
terrible thing to fall into the hands of the living Gk>d.'^ 
And that of 1 Cor. xi. 21. "For if we did judge our- 
selves, we should not be judged." 

Q. What-understandyou by hell? 

A. That such as die in mortal sin, " shall be tor- 
mented there both day and night, and for ever and ever.** 
Apoc, XX. 21. "There shall be weeping, howling, and 
gnashing of teeth ; the worm of conscience shall always 
gnaw them, and the fire that torments them, shall ne- 
ver be extinguisl^d." Mark viii. 44, 45. 

Q. What undCTstand you by heaven ? 

A. That the elect and faithful servants of God, shall 
for ever reign with him in his kingdom, "where he hath 
such delights and comforts for them, as neither eye hath 
seen or ear hath heard, neither bath it entered into the 
heart of man." 1 Cor. ii. 9. 

Q. How prove you that ? 

A. Out of Matt. vii. 21 . " He that doth the will of 
my Father who is in heaven, shall enter into the king- 
dom of heaven." 

Q. What profit is there in the frequent memorjf of all

A. It is the unbloody sacrifice of Christ's body and ' 
blood, under the forms of bread and wine. The word 
Mass, used in English, being derived from Missa, La- 
tin ; and the word Missa, though it may have other 
•derivations, may be well taken from the Hebrew word 
Missach, which signifies a {reHb voluntary offering. 

Q. Who instituted the substance or essence of the 
Mass? 

A. Our Saviour Christ at his last supper, when he 
consecrated, t. e, converted 'the substance of bread and 
wine into his own true body and blood, and gave the 
same to his disciples, under the outward forms of bread 
and wine, commanding them to do what he had done in 
commemoration of him. Luke xxii. 19. 

Q. Who ordained the ceremonies of the mass ? 

A. The church, directed by the Holy Ghost. 

Q. For tv'hat end did the church ordain them ? 

A. To stir up devotion in the people, and reverence 
to the sacred mysteries. 

Q. For what other end ? 

A. To instruct the ignorant in spiritual and high 
things by sensible and material signs ; and by the glory 
of the church militant to make them comprehend some- 
thing of the glory of the triumphant church. 

Q. What warrant hath the church to ordain cere- 
monies ? 

A. The authority of God himself in the old law, com- 
manding many and most stately ceremonies in things be- 
longing to his service. See the whole bookoC ]JenQlav:^)A. 

a. What besides 1 
A' The example of Christ ia the ne^r \wr \»va% ^"^ 
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and spittle to cure the blind, the deaf, and dumb. He 
prostrated himself at prayer in the garden three times. 
lie lifted up his eyes to heaven and groaned, when be 
was raising Lamrus from the dead, which were all ce- 
remonies. 

Q. Did he use any ceremonies at his last supper, 
where he ordained the sacrifice of the mass? 

A. He did ; for he washed the feet of his disciples, 
be blessed the bread and the cup, and exhorted tiie 
communicants. 

Q. What signify the several ornaments of the priest? 

A. The AmicU or linen veil, which he first puts on, 
represents the veil with which the Jews covered the face 
of Christ, when they buffeted him in the house of Cox- 
aphas, and bid him prophesy, *^ who it was that struck 
him." 

2. The Alh signifies the white garment, which Heroi 
put on him, to intimate that he was a fool. 

3. The Girdle signifies the cord that bound him in the 
garden. 

4. The Maniple, the cord which bound him to the 
pillar. 

5. The Stole, the cord by which they led him to be 
crucified. 

6. The priest's upper Vestmenty represents both the 
seamless coat of Christ, as also the purple garment with 
which they clothed him in derision in the houso of Pilate. 

7. The Altar-stone, represents the cross on which he 
offered himself uuto the Father. 

8. The Chalice, the sepulchre or grave of Christ. 

^ 9. The Paten, the stone which was rolled td the door 
of the sepulchre. 

10. The Altar-cloths, with the corporal and pall, the 
linen in which the dead body of Christ was shrouded 
and buried. Finally, the candles on t)i6 Altar puts us 
in mind of the light which Christ brought into the world 
by his passion, as also of his immortal and ever shioto|; 
divinity. 

Q. What meaneth the priest's coming back thr 
steps from the Altar, and humbVvw^ \ivav^\.l \>«l«t^ 
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rification, from the Latio word Purijuio^ to purify ; not 
that oar hlessed Lady had contracted any thing by 
her child-birth, which needed purifyipg, (being the 
mother of purity itself) but because other mothers were 
by this ceremonial rite freed from the legal impurity of 
their child-births. 

And is also called Candlemas^ or 3, Mass Candles ; he- 
cause before the mass of that day, the church blesses 
her candles for the whole year, and makes a procet^ioa 
with hallowed candles in the hands of the taithful, fat 
memory of the divine light, wherewith Christ illumina- 
ted the whole church at his presentation, where aged 
Simeon styled him, " A light to the Revelation of the 
Gentiles, and the glory of his people Israel," Luke ii. 92. 

Q. What meaneth the resurrection of our I^ord, or 
Easter-day? 

A. It is a solemnity in memory and honour of our 
Saviours resurrection, or rising from the dead on the 
third day, Matt, xxviii. 6. And it is called JEJosfer, from 
OrienSy which signifies the Eojst or Rising, which is one 
of the titles of Christ, *^ And his name (saith the pro- 
phet) shall be called Oriens," Zach, vi. 12, because 
as the material sun daily ariseth from the East, the sua 
of justice, at this day, arose from the dead. 

Q. What meaneth ascension-day ? 

A. It is a feast in memory of Christ's ascension into 
heaven the fortieth day after his resurrection, in the 
sight of his Apostles and Disciples, Acts i. 9, 10, there 
to prepare a place for us, being preceded hv whole 
legions of Angels, and waited on by millions of Saints, 
whom he had freed out of the prison of Limbo, Mich^ 
ii. 13. 

Q. What meaneth Pentecost or IVhitsuntide ? 

A. It is a solemn feast in memory and honour of the 
coming of the Holy Ghost upon the heads of the Apos- 
tles, in toneues as it were of fire. Acts ii. 3. Pente- 
cost in Greek signifieth the Fiftieth^ it being the fiftieth 
day after the resurrection. It is also called Whitsunday^ 
from the Catechumens, who were clothed in white, and 
admitted on the eve of this feaRX to \\i^ ^^vraxcwotcv. ^^ 
paptism. It was anciently caWed Wxed Suudaxj^ ^V'-^v^ 
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ttoly Sunday^ for wkd or withed signifies Holy ia the 
bid Saxon language. 

Q. What meaneth Trinity Sunday ? 
A. It is the octare of Whitsunday, and Is so called in 
honour of the Blessed Trinity, to signify that the w^orks 
of our redemption and sanctification then completed, 
are common to all the three persons. 
Q,. What meaneth Corpus Christi day ? 
A. It is a feast instituted by the church, in honour of 
of the body and blood of Cnrist, really present in the 
most holy sacrament of the Eucharist; during the 
octave of which feast, it is exposed to be adored by the 
faithful in all the principal churches of the world, and 
great processions are made in honour of it ; and there- 
fore is called Corpus Christi day^ or the day of the body 
of Christ. 

Q. What meaneth the transfiguration of our Lorc( ? 
A. It is a feast in memory ofour Saviour^s transfi- 
guring himself upon Mount Tahor^ add showing a 
glimpse of his glory to his Apostles, St, Peter y St James,, 
and St. John, ** And his face (saith the text) shone as the 
sun, and bis garment became white as snow,*' &c. Matt. 
xvii. 2. And in them also unto us, for our eucourage- 
ment to virtue, and perseverance in his holy faith and 
love. The etymology is obvious from transfiguro^ to 
transfigure, or to change shape* ^ 

Q. What is Sunday, or the Lord*s Bay in general ? 
A. It is a day dedicated by the Apostles to the honour 
of the most holy Trinity, and in memory that Christ 
6ur Lord arose from the dead upon Sunday , sent down 
the holy Ghost on a Sunday, fyc. and therefore is called 
the Lord's Day. It is also called Sunday from the old 
Roman denomination of Dies Soils, the day of the suu, 
to which it was Sacred. 

Q. What are the four Sundays of Advent ? 
A. They are the four Sundays preceediug Christmas 
day, and were so called by the church, in memory and 
honour of our SaviouV^ coming both to redeem the 
-world by hur birth iu %h6 fiesh, and to judge the quick 
and the dead; from the Latin ttoxOl AdmuX-ua^ xOw^ 
si^aides Advent^ or comings 
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A. It is tbe voice of men rejoicing, and aspiring to 
the joys of heaven. 

Q. Why is the Alleluiah repeated so often at the feast 
of Easter ? 

A. Because it is the joyful solemnity of our Saviour's 
resurrection. 

Q. Why between SeptuageMma and Easter, is the 
Tract read in the place of the ^Gradual? 

A. Because it is a time of penance and mourning : 
and therefore the Tract is read with a mournful and 
«low voice, to signify the miseries and punishments of 
this life. 

Q. What is the Tratrf • 

A. Two or three versicles between the Epistle and 
the Gospel, sung with a slow, long protracted tone. 

Q. Why do we rise up at the reading of the Gospel? 

A* To signify our readiness to go, and do, whither, 
and whatsoever it commands us. 

Q. What means the Gospel ? 

A. It signifies the preaching of Christ ; and is the 
happy embassy or message of Christ unto the world. 

Q. Why is the Gospel read at the North end, or left 
side of the Altar ? 

A. To signify that by the preaching of the Gospel of 
Christ, the kingdom of the Devil was overthrown. 

Q. How prove you that? 

A. Because the Devil hath chosen the North (figure 
tively infidels, and the wicked) for the seat of his malice. 
•* From the North shall all evil be opened upon all the 
inhabitants of the land.'' Jtr, i. 14. and ZacK. ii. 7. 

Q. Why doth the priest before he begins the Gospel, 
V salute the people with Dominus vobiscum ? 

A. To prepare them for a devout hearing of it, and 
to beg of our Lord to make them worthy hearers of his 
word, which can save their souls. 

Q. Why then doth ho say, Sequeniia sancti Evange- 
Hi, ^c. The sequel of the Holy Gospel, &c. ? 

A. To move attention, and to signify what part of 
the Gospel be then reads. 
Q. Why doth the clerk ausM^er, Glonrla t\Wv TVwatvfc. 
OJory be to tbee, O Lord ? 
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A. To give the glory of the gospel to God, who hadi 
of his mercy made us partakers of it. . 

Q. Why then doth the priest sign the book with the 
sign of the cross ? 

A. To signify that the doctrine there delivered, ap- 
pertains to the cross and passion of Christ. 

Q. Why after this do both priest and people sign 
themselves with the cross in three places ? 

A. They sign themselves on their foreheads, to sig- 
nify they are not, nor will be ashamed to profess Christ 
crucified : on their mouths to signify they will be ready 
with their mouths, to confess unto salvation : and on 
their breast to signify that with their hearts they believe 
unto justice. 

Q. Why at the end of the Gospel, do they sign theii 
breast again with the sign of the cross ? 

A. That the Devil may not steal the seed of God^t 
word out of their hearts. 

Q. What means the Creed? 

A. It is a public profession of our faith, and the whole- 
some fruit 01 preaching the Gospel. 

Q. . What means the first offertory, where the priest 
ofi*ers bread and wine mingled with water ? 

A. It signifies the freedom wherewith Christ offeree 
himself in his whole life unto his passion, and the desire 
he had to suffer for our sins. 

Q. What signifies the mingling water with wine? 

A. It signifies the blood and water flowing from the 
side of Christ ; as also the union of the faithful with Christ. 

Q. Why then doth the priest wash the ends of his 
fingers ? 

A. To admonish both himself and the people. to wash 
away the unclean thoughts of their hearts* tnat so they 
inay partake of that clean sacrifice: As also to sig- 
nify, that the priest is, or ought to be clean from mor- 
tal sin. 

Q. Wh^ then after some silence, doth he begin the 

preface with an elevated voice, saying, JPer omnia sa- 

cula saculorum 1 

A. To Bigaify the triumpVianX ewtn ^^ ^^oVax \«ns 

/erMolem, after be bad lam Vi\d a VvvX^ i.^\kR^\ « 
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therefore it is ended with Hosanna, Benedictits qui venity 
fyc, which was the jffeftret^ children's song. 

Q,. What else meaueth the preface ? 

A. Itis a preparation of the people, forthe approach- 
ing action of the sacrifice; and therefore the priest 
saith, Sursum corda, lift your hearts to God; so to 
move them to lay aside all earthly thoughts, and to 
think only on heavenly things. 

Q. Why at these words, Benedictus qui venit. Blessed 
is he that cometh in our Lord's name, doth he sign him- 
self with the sign of the cross ? 

A. To signify that the entry of Christ into Jerusalem 
was not to a kingdom of this world, but to a death upon 
the cross. 

Q. What is the Canon? 

A,. It is a most sacred, essential, and substantial part 
of the mass, because in it the sacrifice is effected. 

Q. Why is the Canon read with a low voice ? 

A. To signify the sadness in our Saviour's passion, 
which is there effectually represented. 

Q. Why doth the priest begin the Canon bowing his 
bead? 

A. To signify the obedience of Christ unto his Father 
in making himself a sacrifice to sin. 

Q. What meanoth the Te-igitur, clementissime Pa- 
ter, ifc. Thee therefore, O most clement Father, &c. ? 

A. It is an humble and devout supplication to God 
our heavenly Father, made in the name of all the peo- 
ple, that he would vouchsafe to accept and bless the 
' sacrifice which we are offering unto him for the peace, 
unity and conversation of the whole Catholic Church, 
and likewise for the Pope, our prelate, and all other the 
truly faithful. 

a. Why in the middle of this prayer doth the priest 
kiss the altar, and sign the Host and Chalice thrice with 
the sign of the cross ? 

A. He kisseth the altar, to show the kiss of peace 
which Christ gave us, by reconciling us to God in his 
own blood. He sigueth the Host and Chalice thrice t<^ 
signify that our redemption made upowXYv^ C»x^i^'al^^"^s^ 
done by the will of the Holy Tvmity, 
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Q. What meaneth the Memento Domine famuUmm 
JamuUxrumqut tuctrum: Remember, O Lord, thy ser- 
vants, men and women, &c. ? 

A. It is a commemoration of the living, in which the 
priest remembers by name, such as he intends ehiei^ 
to say mass for, and then in general, all present and tu 
the faithful, beseeching God by virtue of the saerifiee, 
to bless them, and be mercifully mindful of them. 

Q. What means the Communicantes and memoriam 
venerantes, ifc. Communicating and worshipping the 
memory, &c.? 

A. It is an exercise of our communion with the saints, 
in which having recounted the names of the blessed vir- 
gin Afory, and many other glorious saints, we beg of 
God by their merits and intercession, to grant us the as- 
flistance of hb protection in all things. 

Q. What signifies the Hanc igitur oblationem, this of- 
fering therefore of our servitude, &c. when the priest 
spreads his hands over the Host and Chalice? 

A. It is an earnest begging of God to accept the sa- 
crifice that is presented to be offered for the safety and 
peace of the whole church, and salvation of all froift 
«ternal damnation. 

Q. Why then doth he sign the offerings again five 
times ? 

A. To signify the mystery of those five days whicli 
were between our Saviour's entry into Jerusalem and his 
passion. 

Q. What meaneth Quipridiequampatereturf who the 
day before he suffered, &c. 

A. It is but a repetition and representation of what 
Christ did at his last supper, where he took breads 
blessed it, &c. and immediately precedes the words of 
consecration spoken by the priest, by which he sacri- 
ficeth to God. 

Q. What are the words of consecration? 

A. ^^Hoc est corpus meum, ^c. This is my body; This 
is the cup of my blood, of the New and eternal Testa- 
ment ; a mystery of faith, which shall be «hed for you, 
and for many, to the remiasVou oi «\as," MaU« wivi. 
^, 28. 
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end also the church extinguisheth all her lights 
after some silence, at the end of the whole office, mi 
a great and sudden noise, to represent the rendin 
veil of the Temple. The darkness also signifiej 
dark time of the night wherein Christ was apprehc 
in the garden, and the noise signifies the noise mat 
the soldiers and catch-poles at their seizing on 
Saviour's person. 

Q. What meaneth Rogation week, heing the fifth 
Easter? 

A. It is a w^eek of public prayer and confessioi 
the temperateness of the seasons of the year, am 
fruitfulness of the earth, and it is called Rogation 
.the verb Roga^ to ask by reason of the petitions i 
<o God in that behalf. 

Q. What means the Quahwr tempora, or four Ei 
weeks, or Ember Days ? 

A. Those are times also of public prayer, fasting 
processions partly instituted for the successful ordini 
of the priest and ministers of the church, and p 
both to beg and render thanks to God for the fruiti 
blessings of the earth. And are called Ember dm 
days ofAskes, from the no less ancient than reli| 
custom of using hair-cloth and ashes, in time of p 
prayer and penance ; or from the old custom of ei 
nothing on those days till night, and then only a < 
J>aked under the embers or ashes, which was ca 
Pants, sttbcineritiuSn or Ember bread. 

Q. What mean the two Holy Rood Days ? 

A. Those are two ancient feasts : the one in mei 
of the miraculous invention, or finding out of the 
cross by St. HeleUj mother of Constantine the gi 
after it had been hid and buried by the Infidels one 1 
dred and eighty years, who had erected a statu( 
Venus in the place of it. The other in memory oj 
exaltation, or setting up the holy cross by Heraelhu 
emperor, who having regained it a second time i 
the Persians^ after it had been lost fourteen years, 
r/ed it on bis own shoulders to Mount Calvary, 
there exalted it with great aolemmt^ \ ^\i<^ v\. v^ ^ 
^o/y Hood, or Holy Cross^ for t\ie gcei^X ^^siOoX:^ ^ 
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Q. Why then doth he again sign the ofiermgs firi 
times with the sign of the Cross ? 

A. To signify the five wonuds of Christ, Trhich h 
represents to the eternal Father for us. 

Q. What means the. Memento? 

A. It is a commemoration of the dead ; in whieh th 
priest first nominates those whom he intends especiall 
to apply the sacrifice unto ; and then prays in genert 
for all the faithful departed, heseeebiug God by virto 
of that sacrifice, to give them rest, refresheient, an 
everlasting life. 

Q. Why after the Memento for the dead, doth th 
priest elevate or raise his voice, saying, Nobis quoqin 
peceatoribus, *^ and to us sinners also,'* &c.? 

A. In memory of the supplication of the penitec 
thief made to Christ on the Cross; that so we als 
(though unworthy sinners) by the virtue of the sacrificf 
may with him and all the holy saints, be made pai 
takers of the heavenly kingdom. 

Q. Why then doth he again sign the Host and Chalic 
three times with the sign of the Cross 1 

A. To signify, that this sacrifice is available for tbre 
sorts of men : for those in heaven, to the increase c 
glory ; for those in purgatory, to free them from thei 
pains ; and for those on earth, to an increase of grac 
and remission of their sins ; as also to signify the thre 
hours which Christ did hang living upon the Cross, ant 
all the griefs he sustained in them. 

Q. Why then, uncovering the chalice, doth he sign i 
GiVe times with the Host ? 

A. His uncovering the chalice is to signify, that ai 
the death of Christ the veil of the temple was rem 
asunder. The three crosses made over the chalice, 
signify the three hours which Christ hung dead on the 
cross ; the other two made at the brim of the chalice, 
signifying the blood and water flowing from his side. 

Q. Why is the Pater Noster said with a loud voice 1 

A. To signify, by the seven petitions thereof, the 

seven mystical words which Christ spoke upon the 

Cross with a loud voice, viz. " Fail\er, forgive thcnii 

they kuow not what they do. ^. To d\5L^ s^[wa\\. ^wi>M 
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Tvith me in Paradise. 3. Behold thy mother ; woman 
behold thy son. 4. My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me. 5. I thirst. 6. luto thy hands I com- 
mend mv spirit. 7. Jt is consummated." 

Q. What means the priest laying down the Host up- 
on the corporal, and then covering the chalice again ? . 

A. It signifies the taking of our Saviour down from 
the Cross, and his burial. 

Q. Why, then is the priest silent for a time ? 

A. To signify our Saviour^s rest in the sepulchre on 
the Sabbath. 

Q. Why is the Host divided into three parts ? 

A. To signify the division of our Saviour's soul 
and body made on the Cross, and that the body was 
broken, and divided in three principal parts, namely^ 
his hands, side, and feet. 

Q. Why after this doth he sign the chalice three 
times with a particle of the Host, and raise his voice, 
saying, PaxDominiy ^c, The peace of our Lord be al- 
ways with you ? 

A. To signify that the frequent voice of Christ to hi» 
disciples. Pax vobis, Peace be to you ; as also to signify 
the triple peace which he hath purchased for us, by hi» 
Cross, namely, external, internal, and eternal. 

Q> Why then is the particle of the Host put into the- 
chalice? 

A. To signify the reuniting of our Saviour's body,, 
ilood and soul, made at his resurrection ; as also to sig- 
nify, that we cannot partake of the blood and merits of 
Christ, unless we partake of his cup of sufferings. 

a. Why is the Agnus Dei, or Lamb of Qod, whicb 
taketfa away the sins of the world, said with a loud voice ? 

A. To commemorate the glory of our S avion r*s as- 
cension, and to signify that he was slain like an innocent 
lEunb to take away our sins and give us peace. 

Q, Why is the Pax, or kiss of peace, given before- 
communion ? 

A. To signify, that peace and mutual charity, which 
•ught to be among the faithful, who all eat of one bread 
of the Eucharist, and are al! members of one «K«{ts^ 
taJbodv, 

12. 
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A, It signifies the Apostles preaching the gospel to 
all nations. Luke xxiv. 50. 

Q. What is the missal ? %. 

A. It is the Mass book, ^vherein this holy service is 
contained. 



CHAP. XXIII. 

The Primer or Office of otnr Blessed Lady, Expounded. ^ 

Q. Who composed this office ? 

A. The church, directed by the Holy Ghost 1 

Q. Why is the Primer so called ? 

A. From the Latin word Primo, which signifies, first 
of all, so to teach us, that prayer should oe the first 
work of the day, according to that, ** Seek ye first the 
kiiigdom of heaven, and all these things shall be given 
you." 

\ Q. Why is the office divided into Hymns, Psalms, Can- 
tideq, Antiphous, Versicles, Responsories, and Prayers? 

A. For order, beauty, and variety sake. 

Q. What warrant have you for that? 

A. Out of CoZ. iii. 16. " Sing ye in your hearts unto 
the Lord in spiritual Psalms, Hymns, and Canticles.*' *' 

Q. Why should the laity pray out of the Psalms, 
which .they little understand ? 

A. 1. Because, by so doing, they pray out of the 
mouth of the Holy Ghost. 2. Because, if they do it 
with devout and humble hearts, it is as meritonous in 
them, as in the greatest scholars ; for a petition hath the 
same force, whether it be delivered by a learAed or un- 
learned man ; so hath also prayer. 3. Because a psalm 
is of the same value in the sight of God, in the mouth 
of a child or woman, as from the mouth of the most 
learned doctor. 

Q. Why is the office divided into seven several 
hours ? 

A. That so it might be a daily memorial of the seven 
principal parts, and seven hours of our Saviour's !^a&%\AVL. 
Q. What ground have you for tV\a\.'\ 

4' Out Qf Zac. xii. 10. '' At X\i^X d^i V \V^\««^ 
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A. His drinking gall and vinegar, his dying on thp 
Cross, and the opening his side with a spear. 

Q. What by the even-song ? 

A. His taking down from the Cross, and the darkness 
which was made upon the face of the earth. 

Q. What by the Complin ? 

A. His funeral and burial. 

Briefly thus : The matins and lauds, his agony, and 
binding in the garden : the crime, his scoffs, and false 
accusations ; the third hour, his clothing with purple, 
and crowning with thorns ; the sixth hour, ms con< 
demning and nailing to the Cross; the ninth hour, his 
yielding up the ghost, and the opening his side ; the 
even-song, his taking from the Cross; and the qorap)in, 
bi3 burial. 

The Particulars of the Offi^ie Expounded. 

Q,, Why doth our Lady's office always begin with an 
Ave Maria? 

A. To dedicate the office of our Lady, and to beg her 
aid for the devout performance of it to God's honour. 

Q,. Why do we begin every hour with. Incline untq 
my aidi God: O Lord, make haste to help me? 

A. To acknowledge our infirmity and misery, and 
our great need of divine assistance, not only in all other 
things, but also in our very prayers ; according to that 
of the Apostle, ^*No man can say Lord Jesus, but in 
the Holy Ghost." 

Q. Why do we add to this. Glory be to the Father, 
and to the Son, and to the Holy Ghost ? 

A. To signify that the intention of the office is, in 
the first place, to give one and equal glory to the most 
blessed Trinity, and to invite all creatures to do the like : 
this is the principal aim of the whole office ; therefore 
we not only begin every hour, but also end every Psalm 
ivith the same verse. 

Q. Who ordained the Gloria Patri? 

A. TheApostles, accordingtoBaroititwinhisSdTome. 

Q. Why do we join unto the Gloria PatH^ SvsmA. 
fraff fyc. Aa it was in the begiuiaii^^ U Tkww % ^»^^ ^"^^^ 
dball be, wMd without end 1 
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A. Because it was made by the Council of Nice against 
tbe Arians^ who denied Christ to be coeqmil ftnd con- 
substantial to his Fathef, or to have been before the 
blessed Virgin Mary, 

Q. Why after this, for a great part of the year, and 
especially between Easter and Whitsuntide, c)o we say, 
AUeluia, AUeluia? 

A. Because that is a time of joy, and Alleloia is a 
Hebrew word, signifying, " Praise ye the Lord with all 
joy, and exultation of heart." 

Q. Why were it nOt better changed into JEnglish ? 

A. Because it is the language of the blessed in hea- 
ven, according to Apoc. viii. 6j» Therefore the church^ 
hath forbidden it to be translated into any other language, 

Q,. Why in Lent, and some other times, do we say, 
mstead of^Alleluiah, *^ Praise be to thee, O Lord, King 
of eternal Glory?" 

A^ Because those are times of penance ; therefore 
God must be praised rather with tears, than exultation. 
. Q. Why then do we always say, for the invitatory, 
Hail Mary^ full of grace, the Lord is with thee ? 

A. To congratulate aud renew the memory of our 
blessed Lady's joy, conceived at the conception of her 
Son Jesus : and to invite both men and angels to do 
the like. 

Q. What signify the five verses following the invita- 
tory, which begin, Covm, let us exult unto ow Lord? 

A. The five wounds of Christ, from which all onr 
prayer hath its force and merit, and in honour of which 
all those vorsicles are said. 

Q. What mean the Hymns? 

A. They are a poetical expression of prerogatives 
and praises of the lilessed Virgin. 

Q. Why are so many Psalms used in the ofiSce ? 

A. Because tliey are directed by the Holy Ghost, and 
do contain in a most moving manner, all the affections 
of piety and devotion. 

Q. Why are there but three Psalms in the most of 
the hours ? 

A. In honour of the most ble^ed TtvKaVS^ ^*^ ^^^la. 
4:bie£y the wbpJe office is addressed. 
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Q. Wby was the office divided into eo many boura ? 

A. I have told fou the chief reason already, and ona 

other reason la, tliat so there might be no hour either 

by day or night, to which some hour of the office might 

not correspond. 

Q,. What do the matins correspond toT 
A- To the first, second, and third watch of the night, 
consiiting of three hours each ; and therefore the matins 
consist of three psalnu, and three Igbsodi. 
Q. What do the iauds correspoad to 7 
A. To the fourth watch of the nisbt. 
Q. What do the prime, the third, nxtb, aAd ointh 
.boura correspond to ! 

A' To the third, sixth, and ninth hours of the day. 
Q. WbatdotheeTen-song and complin correspond to? 
A. To the evening. 

Q. What means the benedictions, or blewings giVea 
before the lesson ? 

A. They are short aspirations to beg divine assist- 
ance ; and the first is in bouour of the Father, and the 
aecond in honour of the Son, the thirdin honour of the 
Holy Ghost. 

Q. What doth the lesson coqtaiaT 
' A. The mystical praises of our blessed lAdy, taken 
out of the Prophets. 

Q. Why do ne end every lesson, saying. But tbon, 
O Lord, have mercy upon ua7 

A. To heg thatthe praises and Virtues of the blessed 
Virgin, whicL we have there read, may be deeply settled 
in our hearts, and that God would pardon our former 
negligence, both in his and her service. 

Q. Why is it answered, Thanks be to GodI 
A. To render thanks to God for his mercy, in bestow- 
ing such a patroness on us m tb« blessed Virgin Marg. 
Q. What metmth«responsorie*T 
A. Tbey are so called, because they answer one 
another. 

Q,. What are the antipboDs 1 

A. The versicles which are begun befor« the Psslms.
